Tariff bill have been disposed of without 

change, and two more have been the nomi- 
nal text of the discussion that engaged the | 
attention of the House to-day. The five 
lines comprise the paragraph that prescribes 
the date when the new free list shall go 
into effect. The high-tariff men, in accord- 
ance with their general plan of delay, fought 
hard to have this date put as far in the 
future as possible under the usual pretense 
that everything will go to the bad 
if the protected monopolies are in- 
terfered with. But the revenue re- 
formers stood together as one man. 
Even Mr. Randall has supported them upon 
every vote taken up to this time, and sev- 
eral low-tariff Republicans from the North- 
west have assisted them. There was a ma- 
jority of 37 against the amendment of Mr. 
Adams of Illinois to fix the date when the 
free list shall become operative at Jan. 1, 
1889, instead of July 1, 1888. The sixth 
and seventh lines of the bill, relating to 
lumber, were the text of numerous speeches 
in regard to free lumber and its effect in 
this country and in Canada. Mr. Holman, 
Mr. Outhwaite, and Mr. Wilson of Minnesota 


made strong arguments in favor of putting 
lumber on the free list and Mr. Struble, a 
Republican, favored cheaper lumber, which 
he thought would be obtained by reducing 
the present duty one-half. The protection 
side was represented by Mr. Dingiey, Mr. 
Boutelle, and Mr. Guenther, who predicted 
the direst consequences to American inter- 
ests if lumber should be made free. Mr. 
Reed also took a band in the controversy for 
the purpose of breaking the force of the 
remarks of Mr. Wilson ot Minnesota, whose 
familiarity with the lumbering interests of 
the Northwestern States gave him spe- 
cial advantagesin the debate. Hereattirmed 
the statement which struck the House 
with so much force that the operation of 
the’duty on lumber had made more million- 
aires in Michigan, Minnesota, and Wiscon- 
sin within the last 15 years than there were 
in the whole Union before that time, and 
that while pine land had risen from 300 to 
1,000 per cent. in value in that time agri- 
cultural land had not increased in value 1 
per cent.; yet the agriculturists were com- 
pelled to pay a tax for the benefit of the 
millionaire Atk waitin To Mr. Guenther, 
whose speech had been a string of jests, Mr. 
Wilson said the gentleman could well afford 
to laugh and treat the subject with levity 
because he has a constituency of million- 
airesengaged in the lumber business, the 
most prosperous business under the sun. 
But he could not understand how people 
of the States who have to pay tribute to the 
millionaires could laugh. 

The discussion will be continued to-mor- 
row and Mr. Randall is booked for some 
remarks. It is understood that he is in 
favor of making a heavy reduction on the 
lumber duty instead of transferring lumber 
to the free list. The only indication that 
has yet appeared of a break from the reso- 
lution of the Democrats to stand by the bill 
and the amendments as agreed to in caucus 
Was given to-day by Mr. Taulbee of Ken- 
tucky, who affirmed that at the proper time 
he would move to strike out certain forms 
of lumber from the free list and replace 
them on the dutiable list with the duty re-

The Senate Committee on the Judiciary

THE MARKET VERY SHAKY. 


AN EXCITING DAY FOR THE PITTSBURG 


OIL DEALERS. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., June 1.—The Western 
trade, and Pittsburgersa in particular, sold im- 
mense quantities of oil to-day. At times during 
the excitement incident to the “letting go,” the 
feeling was decidedly nervous, ana only the 
movements of the shorts checked this from 
growing tothe panicky. Long before the gong 
sounded for the commencement of business the 
improvement in the feeling noticed at the close 
yesterday had all disappeared. It may have 
been that some people had got an inkling of 


what was to be done. At least the first sales 
were made at 8244, showing a iloss from yester- 
day’s close at 825g. From the opening the mar- 
ket fell away under heavy offerings, and in the 
tirst half hoursold slightly below the eighty-cent 
line. On the way down brokers playing the 
“short” side fur customers covered deals, and 
from this came the only support to what seemed 
the ideal leader market. After a slight rally seil- 
ing was resumed, and in a very brief period the 
market breke te 7712, closing weak at these 
figures. 

During the excitement it is believed that 
something over 5,000,000 barrels of oil, held for 
the account of certain producers and other 
speculators, Were thrown On the market, and on 
most of which the loss in storage and drop in 
the market must be very heavy. Some of the 
oil so sold is knewn to have been at and close to 
the ninety-cent line, and in such cases the loss 
is not difficult to tigure. A large line of the oil, 
too, was for some time in the local banks, and 
the withdrawal will throw idle a large amount 
of local bank capital The general impression 
is that most of the oil was bought for account 
of producers interested in the shut-down move- 
ment for the purpose of sustaining values, and 
the situation, as it now appears, is certainly dis- 
conraging. It cannot be doubted that the hold- 
ers of the stuff found it a weary load to carry, 
but just why the struggle was given up at this 
time is hard to conjecture, unless it is that the 
latest monthly report proved the straw, &c. 
This is very bearish, and all efforts of the oil 
country orgaus to hide tne fact fail dismally. 


A CURIOUS 


“Deacon” Stephen” V.. White, who has 
coucluded that he will not represent the 
Third Congressional District of Brooklyn 
after his present term expires, does not like 


newspaper criticism. This is evident from 
the number of times he has felt called 
upon to ‘rise to a question of privilege” 
and denounce such criticism in more or less 
refined language, and also from a little 
speech made by him in the House to-day. 
Mr. White’s latest grievance is against THE 
Times and all connected with it. Atten- 
tion was called in these dispatches over 
a week ago to the remarkable sotah ene 
lution introduced by White concefning 
the collection of certain claims against the 
Venezuelan Government, and it was inti- 
mated that the broker Congressman was 
interested in some of the claims. It was 
this despatch that led Mr. White to-day to 
rise once more to a question of privilege. 
The Deacon had something to say in a pre- 
liminary way about the “malignant men- 
dacity” responsible for the story, and then 
denied that he had ever explained the charge 
of mixing stock speculation and statesman- 
ship, declaring that he had simply found a 
ridiculous lie afloat and stamped on it. Mr. 
White refrained from mentioning the fac 
simile of one of {his Union Pacific ** puts” 
winted in THE TIMES not long ago, 

ut added one or two smart flings at 
THe Times for being behind its neigh- 
bors in publishing “this juicy and 
toothsome falsehood.” All this led the 
Deacon up to the amusing assertion that 
his Venezuelan joint resolution had not 
been talked about or heard of by other Rep- 
resentatives. He could not conveniently 
deny that he introduced the resolution, nor 
did he have anything to say upon the fact 
that the resolution did in effect authorize 
the President to declare war upon Vene- 
zuela if necessary to coliect damages for the 
seizure of certain vessels, and that this 
construction 1s put upon it by the State 
, Department. But Mr. White did take pains 

to deny explicitly that he was interested in 
avy claim against Venezuela,or had brought 
any action against Secretary Bayard con- 
cerning any Venezuelan club, He then 
contributed to current history his version 
of the origin of his sobriquet of ‘* Deacon.” 

He was, he said, brevetted Deacon for 
success in battle upon the floor of the New- 
York Stock Exchange, which battle was 
waged to settle a dispute over the appro- 
priate market price of Lackawanna. This 
was the introduction to a silly story about 
one of the editors of THe Times havin 
been on the losing side in that contest, an 
therefore inspiring the course of the paper 
toward the Deacon. Mr. White apparently 
sought to justify the Venezuelan resolution 
by citing the fact that it was also intro- 
duced in the Senate by Mr. Evarts and his 
attempt to establish a precedent for paying 
interest on claims by declaring that the same 
thing was done in the Senate by Mr. Sher- 
man. The disgruntled Congressman’s most 
carefully-worded denial was that he was 
not interested in Venezuelan claim litiga- 
tion, and in this he seems to have some rea- 
son. The records of the Supreme Court do 
not show that Mr. White has been interested 
in claims against Venezuela, and to that ex- 
tent the information upon which THE 
TimeEs’s dispatch was based appears to have 
been erroneous. These records do show, how- 
ever, that Mr. White is very actively inter- 
ested as Assignee in certain claims against 
the Mexican Government, and that in Octo- 
ber last he appeared before the Supreme 
Court as counsel for himself in an effort to 
have a mandamus issued against Secretary 
Bayard to compel the payment to the Dea- 
con of money withheld by the Secretary _be- 
cause the President deemed that the public 
interests forbade its payment. But even 
the correction of the article by substituting 
**Mexican” claims for * Venezuelan” claims 
would probably not remove Mr. White’s in- 
disposition to see publicity given to his po- 
sition as broker, politician, legislator, and 
claimant, although it would make necessary 
a careful revision of his denials before he 
rose to another question of privilege. 


HIGHWAYMAN. 


ATTACKIXG A MAN AND NOT KNOW- 
ING ENOUGH TO RUN AWAY. 

A curious and sensational attempt ot high- 
way robbery was made between Broadway and 
Sixth-avenue, in Thirty-second-street, last 
night. John Miller, who gives his age as 17, 
and who looks more like 25, walked up to 
Thomas Boyle, age 29, of 204 East Twenty- 
ninth-street, and, pulling out arevolver, put it 
against his breast and said: 

‘Give me all the money you have.” 

Boyle was nearly frightened to death. He 
pulled outa bunch of keys and told his assail- 
ant that was allhe had. Then he cried out 


“Police! Police!’ and startedon a run. He 
turned into Sixth-avenue with the robber after 
him. Roundsman Thomas Coughlin and Patrol- 
men John H. Thomas joined in the chase. The 
roundsman rapped for assistance, and Capt. 
Reilly, who was not more than hajf'ablockaway, 
started for the scene of action. Boyle turned 
into Thirtieth-street. Miller followed and fired 
his revolver at him, but the bullet did ne dam- 
age. Inatwinkle Officer Thomas, Roundsman 
Coughlin, and Capt. Reilly had Miller in cus- 
tody. A great crowd followed him to the 
Thirtieth-street station house. Boyle made the 
complaint of highway robbery against bim, and 
he was locked up.

“Oh, am busted.” He wears glasses, 
looks like a student, and Says he 
has no occupation. He says that partof Boyle's 
story is true and partis not. He denies putting 
the pistol at Boyle’s breast. He acts as though 
he was a little bit out of his head. On a card in 
his pocket was written: ‘“*Can’t go home; I have 
no money.” He would give no address. His 
revolver was found, with five of its chambers 
loaded, in Thirtieth-street.

FOR THE BENEFIT OF YACHTSMEN. 
Lockport, N. Y., June 1.—Capt. Howard 

Patterson, Principal of the New- York Naviga- 

tion School, passed through here to-day on the 

steam yacht Skylark of New-York. Capt. Pat- 
terson, who is a former United States naval 
officer, is making a survey of the Erie and 

Oswego Canals for the benefit of the owners of 


steam yachts in New-York. For years pust the 
yachtsmen in and about New-York have 
cruised along Long [Island Sound until 
they have become tired of the waters, 
and now are turning their attention 
to the lakes and the Thousand Islands. Many 
of them know little or nothing about the depths 
of water in the canal, the distances of the levels, 
the lengths of locks, and other important items 
necessary to be known in a water trip from the 
Hudson River to Buifalo via the Erie or to Os- 
wego by the canal to that port. Capt. Patterson 
started out some time since to make this survey 
with the intention of publishing a book of these 
statistics this coming Summer.

SHERIDAN CLINGS TO LIFE 


AND IS PROMOTED TO THE 
RANK OF GENERAL. 

DR. PEPPER SAYS HIS CASE IS DES- 
PERATE BUT NOT HOPELESS—THE 
PROMOTION’ BILL MADE A LAW. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Gen. Sheridan’s 
hold upon life is a constant surprise to all 
about him. Not one of his physicians or at- 
tendants believed last night that he could 
live 24 hours longer, yet to-night he is still 
alive, and it will not surprise the doctors if 
he lives to see another day. The General 
has not recovered from the very serious re- 
lapses of yesterday and last evening, but 
there has been during the day no marked 
recurrence of imminent danger. The use 
of extreme remedies has been continued 
since last night, and ‘when the phy- 
sicians speak of improvement they use 
the term in the sense that there 
has been no relapse. There was some fear 
that the excitement incident to his assump- 
tion of the office of General of the Army 
might have a bad effect on the patient, but 
the doctors assert that it has not harmed 
him in the least. Dr. Pepper arrived from 

Philadelphia early this morning, saw the 

patient, and conferred with the resident 

physicians, He saw no reason to recom- 
mend other treatment than has been em- 
ployed, and returned to Philadelphia later 
in the day. Gen. Sheridan’s lung difficulty, 
with its accompanying cough, has not been 
overcome, and it seriously interferes with 
the rest and sleep that the patient needs 
somuch. Late to-night the best the doc- 
tors can say is that Gen. Sheridan is no 
worse than last night, when his death 
seemed so near at hand. The first bulletin 
of the day was issued after the consulta- 


tion with Dr. Pepper, and was as follows: 
8:30 A. M.—Gen. Sheridan has held his own 

through the night. There has been no recurrence 
of imminent danger, but his general condition still 
justifies the gravest anxiety.

In an interview Dr. Pepper expressed a 
somewhat hopeful view of Gen. Sheridan’s 
condition, and said that although desper- 
ately ill, there may bea chance of recovery.

8:30, and the bulletin issued at that hour 
exactly states his condition. The attack of 
heart failure which he had yesterday after- 
noon was apparently the worst he has had 
yet. On this and several other occasions 
he has been rescued and rallied only by the 
vigorous and determined efforts of his 
medical attendants. The entire course of 
treatment appears to me to have been most 
judicious and to have been carried out with 
a rare degree of devotion and efficiency.

On 
the whole his condition is a desperately ill 
one, but not hopeless. The attack has been 
precipitated by his over exertion during 
his last official visit to the West, when in 
the discharge of his duty in + toe | 
posts he utterly exhausted himself by har 
work during the day and by traveling dur- 
ing the night. Still. we must hold to the 
element of hope that if these dreadful spelis 
of heart failure can be averted his nervous 
system_and heart may gradually gain tone 
and pull him through.”

Through the day Gen. Sheridan’s mind has been 
lucid.

The revival of the rank of General for the 
benefit of Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan was the 
most important work of the House to-day 
and it was only accomplished by the most 
persistent efforts on the part of the leaders 
on the Democratic side to persuade Mr. 
Kilgore of Texas and Mr. Oates of Alabama 
to consent that the bill be reported and 
put upon its passage. The Kepublicans 
were unanimously in its favor and not 
more than half a dozen Democrats were 
known to be opposed to it; but a 
single objection was sufficient to 
prevent immediate action, which was 
of prime importance in view of the 
critical condition of Gen. Sheridan’s 
health. The two objectors resisted every 
entreaty, and Mr. Randall suggested as the 
only way out of the difficulty, that at any 
rate the bill could be passed under a sus- 
pension of the rules next Monday. Still 
Gen. Spinola stood with the bill in hand, 
begging for consent to reportit. Mr. Mills 
walked hurriedly down the aisle and, taking 
the bill, held it aloft and exclaimed: ** Mr. 
Speaker, in the name of Confederate sol- 
diers, living and dead, I call for the passage 
of this bill.” Mr. Kilgore pushed aside the 
crowd of fellow members who were beseech- 
ing him to be silentandshouted: ‘I object.” 
Some time after this Gen. Spinola tried 
again and Mr. Kilgore consented that the 
bill be reported, but Mr. Oates immediately 
renewed the objection. Democrats and 
Republicans then gathered about Mr. Outes 
and tried to remove his objections, while 
the House proceeded to.take up an appro- 
priation bill. Believing that if the House 
entered fully upon other business the chance 
of passing the Sheridan bill to-day would 
be lost, Mr. Mason of Chicago began to 
filibuster and was supported by his Repub- 
lican associates, althongh at first Mr. 
Reed and others remonstrated with 
him for pursuing that course. Mr. Mason 
publicly announced that his bsnl ge was to 
prevent any business being done until the 
Sheridan bill was passed, and passed while 
Sheridan was alive. The plan was success- 
ful, for after’ little time had*been wasted 
in dilatory proceedings, Mr. Breckinridge of 
Kentucky took the billin hand and asked 
unanimous consent that it be reported and 
passed. Mr. Oates had left the chamber, 
and Mr. Kilgore consented on condition that 
he be allowed to state the grounds of his op- 
position. There was achorus of shouts of 
** Yes, yes,” from all parts of the hall, and 
Mr. Rilgore, having briefly unburdened his 
mind, Mr. Breckinridge, Mr. Cox, and Mr.

FLOWERS—A WARM WELCOME TO 

THE EMPEROR AND HIS WIFE. 


BERLIN, June 1.—Emperor Frederick had 
a good night. He left for Potsdam at 11 o’clock 
this morning on the steam yacht Alexandra. 
The weather was showery, and his Majesty re- 
tired to the cabin as soon as he got on board and 
remained there. The yacht was covered with 
flowers. Enthusiastic crowds were at 
the dock. The Crown Prince and Dra. 
Mackenzie, Wegner, and MHovell accom- 
panied the Emperor and Empress on the 
yecht. Princesses Victoria, Sophia, and Mar- 
garet rode to Potsdam. The Government steam- 
er Marie preceded the Alexandra to clear the 
way of the many boats crowded with people 
who had gathered with the expectation of seeing 
the Emperor. A great crowd greeted the yacht 
on her arrival at Spandau. There was much 
cheering and bands played the national hymn. 
The Emperor appeared at the cabin window and 
bowed to the people, and the Empress waved 
her handkerchief from the deck. 

The yacht reached Potsdam at 12:40 o’clock. 
His majesty was no worse for the trip. The 
Princess of Saxe-Meiningen and the Emperor’s 
other daughters werein waiting at the Glienicke 
landing stage to receive him. The Emperor as- 
cended the steps without assistance. Accom- 
panied by the Empress he entered a closed car- 
Triage and was driven through the Nauener 
Thor to Castle Friedrichskron. The pupils of 
the Sans Souci schools lined the road along 
which the imperial carriage passed. The 
Emperor looked very well, and bowed re- 


peatedly-in response to the hearty acclamations 
with which he was greeted. 

The Emperor scemed to have benefitted by 
the trip. He ate a good luncheon, and after- 
ward had several hours’ unbroken sleep. After 
he awoke he spent two hours in the park, show- 
ing some signs of a generally improved condi- 
tion, althougao his spirits were somewhat de- 
pressed, 

Mr. Carl Schurz attended a festival last even- 
ing given by the academic youth in celebration 
of the seventieth birthday of Prof. Hoffman. 
Mr. Schurz was seated at the table of honor be- 
tween Profs. Zelier and Gneist Prof. Gneist 
offered a toast to Mr. Schurz, who in reply 
dwelt in academic reminiscences and spoke of 
the intellectual spirit which now pervaded 
the literature, art and science in America. In 
concinsion he asked for cheers for the German 

universities. His remarks were received with 
applause. 


JAY GOULD VERY SICK. 


AND IS RETURNING TO NEW-YORK AS 
RAPIDLY AS HE CAN. 

Kansas City, Mo., June 1.—Jay Gould 
passed throngh Kansas City a few days ago on & 
tour of inspection of the Gould system. While 
here he said he was making the trip for his 
health, which was bad. To-day the monarch of 
Wall-atreet returned here in his special car, 
Atlanta. The car was sidetracked, so that he 
would not be harrassed by visitors. Messengers 
were dispatehed in haste to a neighboring drug 
store for prescriptions as soon as the train 
reached this city. It was reported that Mr. 
Gould was very low, having had a severe attack 
of iliness at Omaha, and he decided that it 
would be best for him to return at once to New- 
York. The train left this city at 10:35 o’clock 
for 8t. Louis. 

Sr. Louis, June 1.—There is a rumor 
current that Jay Gould arrived in the city late 
to-night very ill, having been suddenly attacked 
at Kansas City and forced to give up his 
trip over the Southwestsystem. Nothing definite 
can be learned at this late hour, exeept the fact 
that Mr. Gould is a very sick man and is in the 
vicinity of St. Louis.

TALK OF THE DAY IN LONDON. 
THE CHINESE TROUBLE—CANADA’S NEW 
GOVERNOR-GENERAL TALKS. 

Lonpon, June 1.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-night Baron Henry de Worms, replying 
to a question, said that there was no treaty with 
China giving Chinamen the right to emigrate to 
British colonies, nor. had England engaged 
to admit Chinese immigrants. China had 
simply engaged not to prevent the emigration 
of Chinese subjects. He was hopeful that the 
proposed eonference to consider the matter would 
arrive at a dacision satisfactory to the colonies, 
while not wounding deeply the susceptibilities 
of the Chinese. 

On the arrival at Moville of the steamer Sar- 
matian on her way to Montreal a reporter had 
an interview with Lord Stanley of Preston, the 


new Governor-General of Canada. who is one of 
her passengers. His lordship said he had ac- 
quired, while in the Colonial Office, considerable 
Knowledge of Canada’s vast resources, and had 
been greatly impressed with the future in store 
forthecountry. He would not go to his new 
pust, he said, with preconceived ideas, and did 
not wish to force any policy upon a country 
possessing a responsible Government. He was 
confident that the Dominion Ministers would 
cordially co-operate with him should a time ar- 
rive when troublesome questions were likely 
to arise. 

The Marquis of Lansdewne, the late Govern- 
or-General of Canada, arrived at Moville to-day. 
In an interview he said he wasin excellent 
health and had been delighted with the voyage. 
He had been deeply moved by the warmth of 
the farewell given him at Ottawa and Toronto. 
He had great hopes tor the future of the Do- 
minion owing to the good harvests in the North- 
west and the large number of people immigrat- 
ing into the country. At Moyille the Marguis 
was enabled to exchange greetings with Lord 
Stanley of Preston as the two steamers passed 
each other. 

Mr. John Bright was restless during the night. 
A bulletin issued this afternoon states that while 
Mr. Bright is stronger his condition is so low 
that his convalescence wiil be prolonged. Mr. 
Bright passed a fair day. He is somewhat fever- 
ish to-night, 

Mr. Goschen, Chancellor of the Exchequer, has 
assured M. Waddington, the French Ambassador, 
that the question of the duty on bottled wines 
will be settled in a manner satisfactory to all 
the interests involved. 

The English gunboat Mistletoe has visited the 
Minquiers group of channel islands and warned 
the French to quit Maitre Lie, upon which the 
tri-color was recently raised.

THEY HAVE LYNCHED HIM. 


A MOB CAPTURES GRANDSTAFF, 
MURDERER OF A FAMILY. 
Viroqua, Wis., June 1.—Andrew Grand- 
staff, the murderer of old Reuben Drake, his 
wife, and two grandchildren, was captured 
while in bed iast night by a Pinkerton 
detective and two local officers. To-day 
the detectives pumped a _ full confession 
out of him. He intended to rob 
the old man, but was unable to make Drake dis- 
close the place where the family valuables were 
hidden. This led to the killing of Drake. Mrs. 


Drake attempted to shoot Grandstaff, and he 
killed herin the presence of the two children. 
To prevent the little ones telling he cut their 
throats. 

Grandataff was fuund at a shanty in the back- 
woods. He traveled 10 miles after the murder 
nefore morning and washed his clothing in the 
Kickapoo kiver, afterward retracing his steps 
and discussing the tragedy with people along 
the road. Grandstaff has been known as an 
ignorant but cunning and daring semi-desperado 
who made his living as a lumberman and 
hunter. He has been a participant in several 
affrays and an aasociate of hard characters. 
Little is known of his antecedents except that 
he was of illegitimate birth. The people were 
greatly excited by the capture, anda lynching 
was threatened at the first opportunity. Troops 
were promptly ordered out by Gov. Rusk. 

Ata late hour to-night 1,000 determined men 
surrounded the jail, but the authorities refused 
to give up the prisoner. The barricades were 
then broken down and the officers were over- 
powered. An hour was spent in breaking down 
the steel cage, and then the prisoner 
fuught with desperate fury againse the mob 
that sought toenter. The struggle did not last 
long, and he was taken out, bound hand and 
toot, led to the porch below, and there prepara- 
tions were made to hang him. A rope was 
placed around his neck and the prisoner was 
asked what he had tosay. He protested inno- 
cence, but it was known that he had madea 
confession in the afternoon, and he was not be- 
lieved. At this hour (midnight) he is about to 
be strung up.

STATE KEPUBLICAN LEADERS. 


TALKING OVER THE SITUATION — MR. 
DEPEW’S VIEWS ON HIS CANDIDACY. 
It was generally understood last evening 

that there was to be a conference of such of the 

Republican leaders in the State as had arrived 

in this city during the day. The presence of 

Thomas C. Platt, Senator Frank Hiscock, ex- 

Colleetor Gould, and O. G. Warren of Buffalo, 

James A. Smart of Cambridge, Washington 

County, and Gen. John N. Knapp of Auburn, in 

the corridors of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, lent 

color to the report, but to a TIMES reporter who 
talked with all the gentlemen named, and others 
too, it was said that, while there would un- 
doubtedly be a conference in a day or two, 
enough of the State leaders had not arrived to 
permit of a meeting being held last evening. 
There certainly was no conference in which 
any of the gentlemen who serve under Mr, Platt 
or Mr. Hiscock participated. Mr. Platt, and his 
friend the Senator, however, had a quiet little 
talk togetherin a cab, which the Senator hired 


to meet his wife and take her to dinner with 
himself and Mr. Platt. The Senator and Mr. 
Platt botu said that no understanding had been 
reached as to what caudidate for the Presidency 
should be unitedly supported by the Republican 
delegates from New-York State tojthe Republic- 
an National Convention. 

A feature of the talk in the corridors of the 
hotel was that ex-Gov. Russell A. Alger of 
Michigan was often mentioned as an available 
candidate tor the Presidency to be supported by 
the New-York delegation. 

Mr. Depew enjoyed a change of experience 
yesterday from the receptivn of letters and tele- 
grams to the reception of friendly political cali- 
ers. Among the earliest were James D. Warren 
of the Buffalo Commercial and ex-Collector 
Gould, great in the Republican politics of Erie 
County. They had a long conference, in which 
the political situation was fully discussed, 
After it was over Mr. Warren and Mr. Gould 
both expressed the greatest confidence in Mr, 
Depew’s ability to carry New-York, and in con- 
sequence to get the nomination and carry the 
country. 

Mr. Warren expressed himself in favor of 
Depew and Gresham as the true Repub- 
lican ticket, the ticket which would sweep 
the country. ‘*Mr. Depew,” said he, “ repre- 
sents capital Heis President of a great ratl- 
way, and the fear has been expressed that the 
labor men will not vote for him for that reason. 
If this feeling exists, then Gresham will obviate 
it. All the labor men are enthusiastic for him on 
account of his decisions against Jay Gould, and 
especially his recent decisions against the Chi- 
cavo, Burlington asd Quincy during the 
strike. Judge Gresham’s career on the 
Bench has been such that labor men every- 
where recognized in him a man who will see 
that they get fair play in their disputes, and 
will not favor monopolies nor monopolists. 
Judge Gresham, moreover, is in favor of a 
moderate tariff reform, while Mr. Depew repre- 
sents all that the stanchest friends of protec- 
tion can desire. Taus Depew and Gresham 
unite in themselves pvoth of the great wings of 
the Republican Party. Both are members of 
the Grand Army and will receive the full soldier 
vote.” 

Thess ideas were expressed by many promi- 
nent Republicans during the ferenoon. They 
received a setback, however, during the after- 
noon by an anneuncement, which was quietly 
circulated, that Gresham would not take the 
Vice-Presidential nomination. 

A reporter of THk TiMEs called upon Mr. 
Depew yesterday afternoon and asked him in 
regard to the Depew and Gresham combination. 

“ Judge Gresham,” answered Mr. Depew, ‘‘has 
definitely stated that he will not take a nomina- 
tion for the Vice-Presidency.” 

«Is there a conference to be held of the lead- 
ing Republicans of the State?” 

“There are undoubtedly a great many Repub- 
licans from all over the State coming to this 
city. In fact, a large number of prominent gen- 
tiemen have calied on me teo-day—on business, 
of course,” added Mr. Depew smiling. “The ab- 
solute refusal of Mr. Biaine to be a candidate 
makes it necessary for the Republicans to con- 
sider whom they will support for the Repub- 
lican nomination. New-York’s high position in 
the country, commercial and political, makes 
her attitude in such a matter of great impor- 
tance.” 

“What do you think, Mr. Depew, of the idea 
that you would fall to receive votes on account 
of your Presidency of the New-York Central 
Railroad?” 

Mr. Depew laughed heartily. “Idonot think 
it amounts to much. Itis like all the ‘gorgons, 
hydras, and chimeras dire’ of which we read. 
They are dreadful creatures of the imagination, 
but the test of practicality makes them disap- 
pear. It is like the dragon which we saw on the 
stage of the Metropolitan Opera House in ‘ Sieg- 
friea’—horrible to look at, but very harmless. 
It didn’t need the magio sword of the hero to 
subdue it; a chiropodist with his tools could 
pe its claws away and extract its flery tongue.

viewers from the Globe Democra/ and each one 
of the party was induced to say who he thought 
would be the candidate for Vice-President, 
who he believed would be nominated at 

Chicago and what would be the 

result of the fight on the tariff issue. Tho 

throng of newspaper men was so great as to 
quite change the character of the throng in the 
lobby of the Southern Hotel. Up to 6 o’clock 
possession of that noble space had remained 
with the men who ownhorses at the fair grounds 
race track and the spectators who are betting 
onthe performances of the horses, As there 
were few delegates to be talked with, the news- 
paper men devoured each other, 

The candidacy of Thurman has been the cnief 
topic of discussion here to-day. No one knows 


anything about it beyond what is found in the 
papers. The dispatches purporting to give 
conversations with Mr. Thurman in which he 
declines to be a candidate, made as Mr. Blaine 
has declined, are not accepted as authoari- 
tative. The feeling for Mr. Thurman is very 
friendly, but there are not a few 
Democrats who insist upon regarding his boom 
as a diversion for the account of some other 
men. One of the most prominent Democrats hera 
said this afternoon that he did not believe Thur- 
man would add any strength to the ticket. 
There is a great deal of anxiety to learn 
whether Mr. Thurman has really been brought 
forward as a candidate preferred by the Preast- 
dent. Some of the delegates who hoped that 
this report would preve to be true were circu- 
lating the statement that Representative W. L. 
Scott would probably bring some informatien 
on the subject. Mr. Scottis expected to arrive 
to-night or to-morrew morning. 

Mr. Scott is being credited wi th a still greater 
mission. The convention gossips here learned that 
be brings with him a draft of a piatfurm revised 
by Speaker Carlisle and approved by the Presi- 
dent. It is yet too early to see what is to follow 
alithe Thurman talk. [f the veteran of Ohio is 
not too feeble to be a eandidate and the Demec- 
crats are assurod of his willingness torun,there is 
no doubt that be would be chosen by accluma- 
tion, and the merits of Gray, Carlisle, Black, 
Morrison, and others left out of consideration 
altogether. When the Ohio delegates arrive it 
18 believed that they will bring definite informa- 
tion concerning the Thurmun disposition in the 
matter. In the meantime the California, Ne- 
vada, and Oregon men are asserting that they 
will support him in preference to anyother 
candidate. 

Indications are not lacking to show that the 
Randali protectionists are to get out of the way 
of the tariff reform locomotive. Mr. Henry 
Watterson, who is here, and who will be followed 
by the other delegates trom Kentucky in a day 
or two, says be has no doubt that the convention 
will make a distinct declaration of support of 
the Ways and Means Tariff bill. The country 
would not, in his opinion, be satistied with any- 
thing short of a positive utterance, and the 
party could not respect itself it it could manage 
to avoid meeting the most mmportant question 
before it. The performances in the Committee 
on Resolutions of 1884, by which the tariff plank 
of that year was produced, are not to be permit- 
ted, and Mr. Watterson doubts if there is any de- 
sire or purpose to attempta repetition of that 
doubtful utterance. 

A rather significant statement has been pub- 
lished here as the utterance of a member of the 
Randall Club of Philadelphia. Mr. A. 8. Stearns, 
the member quoted, after telling how thor 
oughly alarmed the Poansylvanians had been at 
the prospect of the passuge of the Mills bill, and 
that the Randall people calculated that its pass- 
age would deprive the Democrats of the Elec- 
toral votes of New-York, New-Jersey, Indiana, 
and Connecticut, now says: “But the last few 
months have entirely changed ali this. The 
Mills bill has been modified in such a manner as 
to bear scarcely a semblance of its orig- 
inal aspect; the free traders have proved 
far more reasonabie than any one had 
a right to expect. and the election 
of Cleveland now seems assured. Our party 
has been in power more than three years, and 
none of the disastrous consequences predicted 
have ensued. Tens of thousands who were 
ready to join the Republican ranks to preserve 
their property have seen that no real danger 
threatened it and will adhere to their former 
allegiance. This I know to be the cause in 
New-Jersey, from rsonal observation, and 
understand on excellent authority that the sume 
state of affairs exists in New-York. There is no 
longer any danger of aaplit between the two 
wings of the party, and with union success is 
assured.” 

Many complaints are already heard against 
the hotels which are based generaiiy upon the 
charge that they are not adhering to their own 
voluntary announcements, nor to the promises 
made for them by the local committees that went 
to Washington to present the request of St. 
Louis to be chosen as the convention city. 
There is reason for serious complaint when the 
hotel prices of St. Louis are compared with 
those of Chicago. A large delegation of news- 
paper men is here, and as they nave nearly all 
made arrangements for attending both conven- 
tions they have no difficulty in making compar- 
isons. The difference between the rates 
charged in Chicago and 8st. Louis is not 
so trifling as to make a eriticism of 5t. 
Louis hotel keepers seem mean or vindictive. 
It is about 100 per cent. difference, 
in fact an advance upon the Chicago prices and 
upon the usual St. Louis prices that can only be 
attributed toa determination to make the best 
of an opportunity that may prove to be the last 
to be given to their city for many years. Yet 
the papers to-day set forth in a prominent plee 
a list of prices to be charged that is deceptive. 
It states that a leading hotel charges not to ex- 
ceed $4 per day, whereas that hotel is charg- 
ing $25 a day for a room intended 
for not more than two persons and 
insisting upoa getting full prices for the room 
whether it is occupied by one, two, or four per- 
sous. Better accommodations have been en- 
gaged in Chicago for the period of the Repub- 
lican Convention at just half the price asked 
here, and that without any special favor having 
been solicited or offered. It will certainly bs 
unfortunate if, after the citizens have contrib- 
uted $40,000 toward making the convention 
an attraction to visitors from abroad, it should 
leok as if they had been allured to St. Louis to 
become the prey of greedy hotel proprietors. 

The comparative cheapness of the Chicago 
prices is not generally known to the delegates. 
if it were. it would be of less consequence than 
it is for the fact to be known to the representa- 
tives of allthe leading papers in the country, 
for the objections to the high rates are heard 
from the men who are much more likely than 
the delegates would be to make the fact public. 

The press arrangements for the convention 
are anything but satisfactory ana promise to 
give no end of trouble. Over 600 formal ap- 
plications for seats for correspondents have 
been received, but only 248 have been allotted. 
No arrangements have thus far been made for 
even admitting to the convention hall the ¢or- 
respondents who are unprovidel with seats, 
and Mr. Charles W. Knapp, wuo is trying to 
atraighten the tangle out, has spent the day ina 
vain effort to find out how the correspondents 
are te be oared for. As Chairman of the Press 
Committee of the local commitiee, Mr. Knapp 
has done all that any man could do with the 
meagre space allowed him, but the 
correspondents who have been allotted 
Beats will be packed in like Sar- 
dines in a box — many of them 
unable to see more than two-thirds of the con- 
vention, and those in the front rows in im- 
minent danger ef belng trampled upon in 
moments of enthusiasm by the delegates against 
whom they will be crowded. Sergeant-at-Arms 
Bright concedes that the arrangementis very 
unsatisfactory, but the designation of apace to 
be given the press waz made by the National 
Committee, and he can du nothing but carry out 
its.orders. By extending the space given to the 
newspaper Men a portion of that reserved for 
the delegates would have been absurbed, but 
nobody would have suffered, as it will be impos- 
sibie for those in the rear of the hall to hear 
any way. The Carpenters finished their work 
on the ball to-day, and the painters and deco- 
rators will complete theirs to-morrow. To-mor- 
row evening the hall will be thrown open for 
public inspection, and a concert will be given by 
& local band. 

Gov. Gray’s friends began work on the con- 
vention to-day, although none of tuem have yet 
arrived in the city. All of the well-known 
Democrats of St. Louis received by mail large 
lithograph portraits of the Indiana Governor, 
and at the same time room clerks of all the 
hotels had to receipt for huge packages of the 
portraits sent by express. Each lithograph in 
the packages was found to be tubed by itself 
and addressed to a delegate who has engaged & 
room at the hotel to which the packages were 
addressed.

WHY THE MINN#APOLIS AND 
ST, LOUIS DBFAULTED. 

ITS PRESIDENT HOLDS THAT OVERPRO- 
DUCTION OF RAILROADS IN THE 
NORTHWEST IS TO BLAME. 

St. Pau, Minn., June 1.—A few days ago 
a meeting of the Directors of the Minneapolis 
and St. Louis Railway was held, at which its 
President submitted arsport covering the oper- 
ations of the read from Jan. 1 to date, which 
explains why interest was to-day defaulted on 
certain bonds. President Truesdell says that 
the net earnings of the company during the last 
six months ofits business year, from July 1, 
1887, to Dee. 31, 1887, fell short af the interest 
accruing during that period the sum of $39,- 
609 98, and that since Jan. 1, 1888, the showing 
is still more unfavorable in this particular, the 
net earnings being $109,712 59 less than the in- 
terest accruing during the first three months of 
the year. None ef the hopeful anticipations in- 
dulged in fer the future have been realized in 
any degree. The severe storms of January, 
February, and March, and the floods m April, 
with others of minor importance, are perhaps 
the immediate and most apparent causes of the 
company’s present embarrassments, 

But underlying them are others ef greater im- 
portance and pre-eminence, and which, in the 
sight of the developments of the past six 
months, are most serious and far-reaching in 
their effects. even threatening the prosperity 


and stability ef what have hitherto been con- 
sidered the most valuable railway properties in 
the Northwest. Unquestionably of these the 
first In importance is the overproduction of rail- 
Waysin the Northweat, stimulated by the mar- 
velously rapid growth and development of Min- 
nesota and Dakota during the years 1881 to 
1887. The Minneapolis and St. Louis Railway 
did not during the greater part of the year 
1887 meet the rates of its competitors on cer- 
tain large commodities for which it formerly 
compeéted, as by doing soit would under the 
inter-State law have necessitated reductions in 
its rates on local business, which it was of the 
utmost importance for it to maintain. The pres- 
ent Minnesota Railroad Commiseion has ren- 
dered a number of decisions adverse to the 
railway interests. 

But Minnesota is not alone in its attitude of 
heatility toward its railways. The lowa Legis- 
lature recently passed a most radical measure 
regulating the railwsys of that State, and 
clothed its Railroad Commissioners with in- 
creased authority, including the power to fix 
rates. Another feature is the building of a large 
percentage of the railroad mileage of Northern 
luwa, Minnesota, Dakota, and the territory west 
thereof since 1881, simultaneously with the set- 
tlement and development of those States and 
Yerritories. Asaresult, the business and earn- 
ings of those lines have been abnormally large, 
and, being dene upon new lines requiring few 
renewals and repairs, the showing of net earn- 
ings has been most good. Upon these showings 
the public, the demagogue, the Ratlway Com- 
missioners, have concluded that the railways 
have been earning too much, and have based 
their demands for reductions mainly on these 
showings. 

On the other hand, certain of the lines being 
substantially new and enabled thereby to keep 
expenses low, were apparently deluded into the 
belief that they had discovered @ way by which 
their lines could be operated more cheaply than 
has generally been found possible in this coun- 
try. It is believed to be no exaggerated state- 
ment, and one capabie of proof, that not one of 
the lines depending on the territory described 
herein for its business and earnings, has, dur- 
ing the past year, with the rates in effect, earned 
sufficient to pay operating expenses, the re- 
newals of track, structures, and rolling stock, 
properly chargeable to that year, and in- 
terést on their bonded indebtedness. The 
physical condition of the Miuneapolis 
and St. Louis Railway has been maintained 
and compares favorably with that of the aver- 
age Western roads; at the same time itis be- 
lieved to have been managed with the strictest 
economy consistent with suck maintenance. In 
any organization of its affairs nolarge sum of 
money will have to be provided to place it in prop- 
er condition for economical operation. Likewise 
no large floating debt has been incurred whieh 
will have to be provided for in any manner, The 
total bonde1 indebtedness is given at $9,318,000, 
and the anu..ual interest at $595,440. 

President Truesdell said to-day that the state- 
ment with reference to a severing of their rela- 
tions with the St. Louis by Rock Island Direct- 
ora was untrue, The business relations of the 
tworeads were the same as they had always 
been, and the Kock Island Direetors who had 
been St. Louis Directors were still 8t. Louis Di- 
rectors,

DISCUSSING THE LAST CUT. 

St. PauL, Minn., June 1.—The announce- 
ment by the Chicago, Buriington and Northern 
Railway that on Monday next rates between Chi- 
cago and St! Paul and Minneapolis, via that line, 
would be reduced to the basis of 40 cents per 
100 pounds, first-class, was the prinoipal sub- 
ject of conversation in local railway circles to- 


day. So fixed had the idea become in the minds 
of freightmen that all the roads had learned 
from the bitter experience of the 60 days’ war 
which was waged last February and March, that 
rate cutting was a prelitiess game, that they 
thought the recently-established rate of 60 
cents per 100 pounds between the points named, 
which goesinto effect to-day, would nat be tem- 
pered with for many months to come. Another 
rate war, however, seems to be imminent, and a 
gioomy view of the situation is taken by those 
most directly interested. 

“Tam not prepared to say what course the 
St. Paul will pursue,” said General Freight 
Agent Bird. “There will be a meeting of 
representatives of Western and Northwestern 
lines in Chieago next Monday at which this 
question will be taken up. Ido not think thay 
any of the lines are anxious for another war, 
and it may be averted.” 

“So long asthe Burlington confined its cutting 
to through business from the seaboard and 
maintained local rates,” said another General 
Freight Agent, ‘‘we were satisfied to let it have 
a monopoly of the rate-cutting business, but now 
that our local business is threatened, I cannot 
see how we can do otherwise than gointo the 
tight and meet any rates made. [look for war, 
andi de not think it will be contined to the 
Northwest. ,The territory of the Chicago, 8b. 
Paul and Kansas City Road will be invaded and 
Kansas City rates affected. The result will be 
general demoralization.” 

Thore is a general air of uneasiness among the 
employes of the various departments of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Road because 
of General Manager Miller's order calling fora 
further reduction of the force. Coming as it 
does in conjunction with a very strong probabil- 
ity that anothey rate war will be precipitated 
within a week, 1t makes the outlook for those 
whese chances for retention are not insured by 
long service or necessity doubly dubious.

While Stephens was under treatment a police 
lieutenant arrived and had a long conference 
with him, but it was evident that his greatest 
desire was to let the matter drop and eséaps 
further publicity. He left the doctor's otflice as 
quietly as possible.

TWO ATTEMPTS AT SUICIDE AND ONE

Dr. John Mohr, a prominent physician of 
Kutztown, this county, tried to commit suicide 
early this morning by taking strychnine and 
arsenic. He was found lying on the floor in his 
room unconscious. Physicians succeeded in re- 
storing him, hut he is not out of danger. Dr, 
Mohr is about 55 years of age. No cause cau be 
assigned for the rash attempt. His wife and 
daughters are visiting at Allentown, and he was 
alone when he took the poison. He sent a let- 
ter to his wife late last nignt, which informed 
her of his reasons for his strange action.

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REVENUE REFORM URGED 


TARIFF PLANKS IN DEMO- 
ORATIO PLATFORMS. 
PRESIDENT CLEVELAND’S VIEWS  IN- 
DORSED AND TARIFF REFORM DE-~ 
MANDED WITH NO UNCERTAIN VOICE. 

In the tariff plank of the platform adopt- 
bd by the Democratic National Convention of 
1884 there appeared the following: 

“The Democratic Party is pledged to revise the 
tariifin a spirit of fairness to allinterests. But in 
ey & reduction in taxes it is not proposed to 
njureany domestic industries, bat rather to pro- 
ote their healthy growth. * * * All taxation 
bhali be limited to the reqnirements of economical 
Kovernment. The necessary reduction in taxation 
ban and must be effected without depriving Amer- 
loan labor of the ability to compete successfully 
With foreign labor, and without imposing lower 
rates of duty than will be ample to cover any 1n- 
preased cost of production which may exist in conse- 

uence of the higherrate of wages prevailing in this 
Pountry. Suflicient revenue to pay all the expenses 

f the Federal Government economically adminis- 
tered, including pensions, interest and principal of 

he public debt, can be obtained under our present 
System of taxation from Custom House taxes on 
fewer imported articles, bearing heaviest on articles 
of luxury and bearing lightest on articles of neces- 
ity. We therefore denounce the abuses of the ex- 
sting tariff. and, subject to the preceding limita- 
tious, we demand that Federal taxation shall be ex- 
clusively fer public purposes and shall not exceed 
the needs of the Government economically adminis- 
tered.” 

The tariff planks in the platforms of the State 
Democratic Conventions thus far held this year 
do not speak with uncertain or doubtful voice. 
They are in the main explicit declarations in 
favor of revenue reform and emphatic in their 
indorsement of the President’s message and Mr. 
Cleveland’s views. ‘they demand from the Bt. 


Louis Convention some further utterance upon 

he subject ot the tariit than that of the Chicago 
oie ed of 1884, and ask it ina way that 
cannot be misunderstood. Here is the substance 
of the tariff pianks adopted by the State Con- 
Ventions: 

Alabama.—We are unalterably opposed to the 
eneral war tariff. We demand a reform of the 
arift and a reduction of the surplus in the 

Treasury by a reduction of tariff taxation. 

California.—We heartily indorse that progres-

REFORMED PRESBYTERIANS. 


THE QUESTION OF CHURCH UNION FULLY 
DISCUSSED. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., June 1.—The highly- 
interesting and important subject of the union 
of the Reformed Presbyterian Church of the 
country with the United Presbyterian Church 
occupied the attention of the Reformed Presby- 
terian Synod in session yesterday in the San- 
dusky-Street Church, Aliegheny. The subject is 
one of exceeding interest to the memvers 
of the Reformed Presbytcrian Church and 
169 delegates were present, Among those who 
took mere prominent partin the expression of 
opinion oa the question of church union were 
the Rev. D. Stevenson of Philadelphia, the Rev. 
Rk. J. George of Beaver Fails, Penn., the Rev, F. 


M, Foster of New-York, the Rev. J. 8. F. Milli- 
gan of Kansas, the Rey. W. J. Colemanof Ge- 
reva College, the Rev. J. B. Willams of 
New-York, and the tev. -C, D, Turn- 
bull of Iowa. The consideration of the 
subject came up on the report of the committee 
to which the matter had been referred. The re- 
port was decidedly adverse to the proposed 
union, and this sentiment was unqualifiedly ex- 
pressed throughout. Among the delegates, at 
least those whose names have been given and 
whe expressed their conviction upon the sub- 
ject, there appeared to be no diversity of opinion. 
The session of the Synod shows apparently an 
unalterable opinion upon this subject by 
leaders in the church. Although there are un- 
questionably those who believe that because 
they and the United Presbyterian brethren are 
serving thesame Lord and traveling to the same 
heaven, that there should bea union. The con- 
sideration of the subject this morning and again 
this afternoon brought out only the one point 
of difference, that in reiation to political 
responsibilities. The United Presbyterians, it 
was Claimed, believe it their duty to meet at the 
polls and cast their ballots for civil rulers under 
the present Constitution and Government. The 
Reformed Presbyterians believe, it was ar- 
gued, that they are required by all the 
sacredness of their covenants and aliegiance to 
Christ to withold their ballot, while the Gov- 
ernment of this Nation is operated on an 
“infidel” basis, as itis at the present time, the 
Federal Constitution acknowledging no power 
beyond the will of the people, nor any staudard 
of right higher than the national compact. 
They claim, it was said, to be citizens, but 
dissent from the action of the people which 
adopted a Constitution for the Nation with no 
reference to the God by whom nations rise and 
fall, and no mention of the son of God, who has 
been appointed Governor among the nations, 
and pretest against continued dishonor to the 
Most High. The resolutions ananimously adopt- 
ed upon the subject approving the report of the 
comwmittes read: 


Resolved, That this Synod approves the course of 
its committee, commends their wisdom and taithful- 
ness, and aflirms the conclusions which they 
reached. 

Resolved, That we solemnly reaflirm our convic- 
tion that the Constitution of the United States is a 
virtual agreement or compact to administer the 
Government without reference to Christ or 
the Christian relision, and their incorporation 
with the Government on the basis of this 
Coustitution is, therefore, an act of disloyalty to 
Christ. With this conviction in our bearts we can- 
not do otherwise than to maintain to the end the 
discipline we have maintained in the past, and we 
believe that the highest interests of our country 
and of the Kingdom of Christ are involved in our 
fidelity at this point.

The only thing that marred the united 
act. of Congress and the President in be- 
stowing upon Gen. SHERIDAN on what may 
be his dying bed the title of General of the 
Army, as a testimony of national gratitude 
for his distinguished services to the Union, 
was the objection to prompt action long 
persisted in by two Sonthern members of 
the House.

The Board of Street Openings and Im- 
provements has taken up the Elm-street 
question once more and is going over the 
old ground of argument. It seems to be 
pretty well settled that the improvement is 
desired by property owners and taxpayers 
and would be of immense benefit to the 
city. The only remaining questions worth 
considering relate to the practical 
work of carrying it out. The differences of 
opinion regarding the route are slight. The 
more direct it is the better, and 100 teetin 
width is preferable to 80. It should be con- 
sidered that this is nota matter of tempo- 
rary interest only, but concernsthe devel- 
opment and growth of the city for all time 
to come. The thoroughfare, the need of 
which will be fully appreciated forty years 
from now, is the one that should be made. 
Its present cost will bear no proportion to 
its future value. 

IO LEGO RALLIES LS TESTS BOIS 

The Army Appropriation bill now before 
Congress contains only one novel feature, 
but that is of unusual importance. The 
sum of $500,000 is devoted to dyna- 
mite guns and dynamite experiments, four- 
fifths to the former and one-fifth to the lat- 
ter. The guns to be purchased under this 
measure would undoubtedly be pneumatic 
cannon of the kind supplied to the new 
erniser Veewvius. There are some reasons 
for supposing that these weapons would be 


still more efficient on land than when car- 
ried in a vessel. The degree of protection 
which it would be possible to give both to 
them and to the apparatus for compressing 
the airon which they depend is certainly 
more easily secured ashore than afloat. A 
vessel like the Vesuvius would be at the 
mercy of any ordinary guns, unless covered 
by aniron-clad or by some other intervening 
protection. But a dynamite gun tube could 
be mounted in a fort without munch special 
expense, whereas to supply an iron-clad 
vessel capable of keeping out shots would 
be a matter of great cost. The experiments 
already conducted show that within their 
limits of range the dynamite guns are use- 
ful weapons, and hence appropriations have 
been introduced for anumber of them in 
the Army bill. 
PLN RELEVENT EE EI, 

It is a misfortune that the ‘‘case” of Su- 
perintendent JASPER should have concen- 
trated itself upon the question whether he 
did or did not use due diligence in investi- 
gating anonymous charges touching the 
private life of afemale teacher. It is not 
so much because an investigation thus 
narrowed is in itself a repulsive 
procedure, for it may be none the 
less necessary on that account. It is 
because it is so very desirable that a 
periodical examination should be made of 
the capacity and efficiency of the Superin 
tendent of Schools and of the value of the 
results achieved by him. No reasonable 
person can doubt that, on the one hand, a 
Superintendent might exhibit the highest 
degree of alacrity in running down any 
scandalous rumor about a teacher that 
might reach him, by anonymous letter or 
otherwise, and still be grossly unfit for his 
place, and that on the other hand he might be 
shown to be somewhat negligent in one or 
more instances in sifting scandals and still 
be upon the whole a very efficient Superin- 
tendent. What the public would like to 
know and has a right to know about Mr. 
JASPER is whethar or not he is a good 
Superintendent. That question will never 
be answered by an inquiry pursued upon 
the lines that the investigation seems thus 
far to have taken. 





The declaration of Empress VICTORIA of 
Germany during her recent visit to the 
flooded districts, that the anti-Semitic agi- 
tation was painful to her feelings and to 
those of her husband, affords another proof 
of the- obligations which Jews everywhere 
are under to Emperor FREDERICK. He 
has not only onall occasions been outspoken 
against those grosser outrages based on 
prejudice and race hate against the He- 
brews, but he may really be said to have 
risked his own popularity to his sense of 
justice in their behalf. He has seen insults 
posted up connecting him with the Jews— 
on one occasion, according to an English 
paper, during a drive, finding a placard 
nailed toa tree inscribed ‘The Jew Em- 
peror, FREDERICK COHEN.” But he has 
never varied the policy which induced him, 
from asense of fairness under his father’s 
reign, to oppose the agitation of Herr 
STOCKER. That one of his earliest acts as 
Emperor was to confer an unusual honor on 
a Hebrew is well known. Both the Em- 
peror and Empress are evidently moved by 
a strong sentiment of what justice demands 
in their refusal to allow any class of their 
subjects to be thus proscribed. 


THE CONVENTION AND THE TARIFF. 

The Democratic National Convention that 
meets at St. Louis next week will undoubt- 
edly present to the country as the chief 
issue of the campaign that it will formally 
open the reform of our revenue system, 
including as its most essential feature the 
reduction and reform of the tariff. The 
renomination of Mr. CLEVELAND would of 
itself effect this end, whatever might be 
the utterance of the convention on this 
issue, because Mr, CLEVELAND, in the most 
conspicuous and uncompromising manner, 
has committed himself to this policy. The 
position thus taken by its present leader 
and its future candidate has been strongly 
confirmed and emphasized by the action of 
the Democratic Party in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. The Democratic majority in 
that body, acting by the orderly and regu- 
lar methods prescribed by custom, have, 
through their Committee of Ways and 
Means, brought in a bill that has been 
fully discussed in general debate, and 
that in its present shape has received a 
formal and authoritative pledge of support 
by the party caucus. This bill, though it 
does not goso farin the direction of tariff 
reduction as the President’s suggestions in 
his last annual message, does embody very 
substantial reductions, all of which are 
dictated and regulated by the principles 
advocated by Mr. CLEVELAND. When the 
convention meets, therefore, with the 
already acknowledged determination to 
carry out the expressed will of the party in 
the renomination of the President, it will 
find itself bound by every consideration 
that can4weigh withit to place the candi- 
date whom the party has freely, sponta- 
neously, and unanimously chosen upon a 
platform that clearly embodies the principles 
and the policy to which he and the Demo- 
cratic majority inthe House, acting with 
him, under the full responsibility of official 
position, have given conclusive pledges. In 
the performance of this plain duty the con- 
vention will be directed and sustained by 
the declarations of the conventions of the 
party inthe various States. That it may 
be seen how strong, how nearly uniform, 
and how unusually explicit these decla- 
rations have been, we publish this morning 
the substance of those from all the conven- 
tions that have been held. The record in 
this complete form will be read with inter- 
est by all who wish to know the actual 
direction of sentiment and conviction on 
this. 

These declarations by the State Conven- 
tions may be summed up as unqualifiedly 
in support of the President’s tariff policy on 
the part of all the States save Connecticut, 
New-Jersey, and Virginia, in which the 
form of indorsement is less explicit, though 
it leaves no doubt as to the readiness of the 
Democratic Party in those States to fully 
sustain the candidate and what he must 
represent. It is not necessary to recite the 
language of the various resolutions here. It 
is enough to state that they accept the pol- 
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icy of President CLEVELAND as Democratic, 
not as something new, involving any de- 
parture or advance from the previous posi- 
tion of the party, but as a logical and loyal 
adherence to that position. This fact, 
traced through the Democratic Conventions 
of the States from Oregon to Texas, 
from Maine to California, is of it- 
self sufficiently conclusive. But there are 
features in it that make it still more 
impressive. It has been announced over 
and again by those who are opposed to the 
Democratic policy of tariff reform that 
there were certain States,some of them 
doubtful, some of them by the large dele- 
gations they would send to the convention 
entitled to particular consideration, in 
which the Democratic sentiment was pro- 
tectionist. Of this latter class Peinsylvania 
was the most important. But this year 
Pennsylvania Democracy has thrown off 
the Randall yoke, has explicitly indorsed 
the policy of the President’s message and 
the tariff reform bill of the Ways and 
Means Committee, and has done so avowed- 
ly in theinterest and in the name of the 
workingmen who so largely cast the Demo- 
cratic vote of that State. Of the ‘‘doubt- 
ful” States New-York, after a triumphant 
Democratic victory last year on the issue 
of tariff reform, reiterates its devotion to 
the reform and presents Mr. CLEVELAND to 
the National Convention as the concrete 
expression of its Democracy. ; 

Much has been said of protectionist sen- 
timent in certain States of the South, Of 
this Alabama and Georgia were supposed 
to have the most, as States in which the 
fallacy that a high tariff promotes manu- 
facturing industries had gained ahold. But 
Alabama Democrats declare themselves 
‘‘unalterably opposed to the present war 
tariff” and “demand a reduction of the sur- 
plus in the Treasury by a reduction of 
tariff taxation,” while the Georgia Demo- 
crats say ‘‘the message of the President was 
a statesmanlike and true declaration of the 
time-honored principles of the Democratic 
Party and merits our hearty and unqual- 
ified indorsement.” Tennessee, that was 
supposed, cs rather was assumed, to have 
protectionist leanings, declares that ‘‘the 
views of the President in his mes- 
sage to Congress in regard to the 
tariff are pure Jetfersonian Democra- 
cy and sound statesmanship,” and they 
‘therefore heartily indorse’ them. The 
Virginia Democrats *‘ remit to the National 
Convention” ‘‘the formation of the issues 
between the Democratic and Republic- 
an Parties,” but ‘reaffirm the time-hon- 
ored principles of the Democratic faith, 
upon which GROVER CLEVELAND waselected 
President of the United States,” and 
“pledge their support to his renomination 
and election.” The Louisiana Democrats, in 
much the same spirit, ‘favor a tariff for 
revenue limited to the necessities of the 
Government economically administered,” 
and declare that the interests of the whole 
country will be the best subserved by the 
re-election of President CLEVELAND. Turn- 
ing toward the Central and Western States, 
where the Randall organs had pretended to 
find opposition to the President’s policy, we 
see the Democrats of Indiana insisting that 
“the taxes on imports be reduced to the 
lowest point consistent with efficiency in 
the public service,” and demanding ‘a re- 
vision and reform of the present unjust 
tariff, as recommended in the late message 
of the President.” We see Ohio Democrats, 
who were supposed to have, if we may say so, 
“the wool pulled over their eyes” as regards 
tariff reform, bluntly announcing that they 
“approve the Mills Tariff bill as the practical 
expression of the principles of the Demo- 
cratic Party.” Wesee the Michigan Demo- 
crats, who believe they have a fighting 
chance to carry the Electoral vote of their 
State, declaring themselves, “‘in fullest sym- 
pathy with the letter and spirit of the Pres- 
ident’s message,” asserting that it “is a 
manly State paper and has pure justice and 
holy truth for its inspiration.” California, 
which has been claimed by the protection- 
ists on account of its large wool industry, 
also “heartily indorses” the message of the 
President, which was particularly directed 
against the tariff tax on wools. 

This is one of the most remarkable rec- 
ords of party opinion upon a question that 
has been represented as a doubtful one that 
party history in this country presents. It 
leaves no doubt as to the action of the Na- 
tional Convention. Itisin the nature of a 
mandate to that convention, and it will be 
reinforced by the delegates who have gone 
up from these State Conventions, who will 
in a body insist that the issue which the 
nomination of Mr. CLEVELAND presents 
shall be presented with fitting clearness in 
the platform on which he is to stand. 


THE THIRD-PARTY MENACE. 

The proceedings of the National Conven- 
tion of Prohibitionists at Indianapolis 
showed more clearly than was ever shown 
before that the third party owes its growing 
strength mainly to dissatisfaction with the 
recent course of the Republican Party. The 
convention was less exclusively devoted to 
the one question of prohibition than those 
that have preceded it. The cause of wom- 
an suffrage has no assignable relation to 
either of the old parties, and its prominence 
in the. convention was due to the active 
part women have taken in the temper- 
ance movement and the belief that if 
women were voters their influence 
would be. thrown largely in favor 
of temperance legislation. But there is 
reason to believe that the representation 
in the convention was much broader, even 
with reference to the liquor question, than 
could be based on the single idea of abso- 
lute prohibition. It is certain that many 
have heretofore voted the Prohibition ticket 
who have no faith in the Prohibition policy 
because they were profoundly dissatisfied 
with the course of the other parties in deal- 
ing with the evils of the liquor traffic. 
Many more are likely to take that course 
hereafter unless one or the other of the par- 
ties shall adopt a policy of effective restric- 
tion and regulation. 

The present and prospective strength of 
the Prohibition Party is due chiefly to the 
alliance of the politicians with the liquor 
traffic and the power that saloons have at- 
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that spring from the sale of liquor and upon 
the strict enforcement of such laws as exist. 
While the Republican Party has made prom- 
ises and professions in regard to temperance 
legislation, in many States it has been un- 
able to shake itself free from the hold which 
saloons have gainedin politics, and has done 
practically nothing. Many who have no 
faith in prohibition, but desire to see a pol- 
icy of stringent regulation adopted and the 
saloon power overthrown, are ready to sup- 
port the third party as a means of coercing 
the Republican Party into a new departure 
or of breaking it up, so that some powerful 
organization may take its place which will 
do what it has failed to do. 

Another indication that the third party 
is drawing strength from the dissatisfied 
elements of Republicanism is to be found in 
the declarations of the Indianapolis Con- 
vention on other subjects than the liquor 
and woman suffrage questions. One of the 
most prominent characteristics of the pro- 
ceedings was the stress laid upon the neces- 
sity of sinking all sectionalism and bringing 
North and South together in hearty 
co-operation. A conspicuous motto in 
the convention hall was “No Sectional- 
ism in Politics.” The persistency of 
many Republican politicians in keeping 
alive sectional controversies and nursing 
old antagonisms is a source of much dis- 
satisfaction in the party and makes it 
easier for men who are sick of this to be 
drawn off. There is alsoastrong element 
among Republicans in favor of thorough- 
going tariff reform, and to these the third 
party convention threw out an invitation. 
It also declared against the combinations 
of capital known as “trusts” and in favor 
of reserving the public lands for actual 
settlers, and squarely accepted the funda- 
mental principle of civil service reform. 
In all these matters it touched upon the 
sore places of many Republicans who see 
no way of bringing themselves into full 
harmony with their party untilits course is 
materially changed with reference to mat- 
ters upon which they have clear convic- 
tions. 

These various attractions for the dissatis- 
fied were put forth with the deliberate pur- 
pose of attracting from the Republican 
Party all who might be detached from it 
by such allurements, whether they really 
believe that prohibition is practicable or 
not. It makes the third party a greater 
menace than ever before to the Republican 
organization. Mr. St. JOHN openly declared 
the defeat of the Republicans*this year 
to be the immediate purpose of 
the Prohibitionists, for they hope to 
build upon its ruins the party that 
will defeat the Democrats hereafter. They 
are far more threatening this year than four 
years ago because there is a much larger 
number of Republicans who are able to con- 
template the defeat of their own party with 
composure. The menace of the third-party 
movement can only be met and turned 
aside by the organization against which it 
is chiefly aimed by reconciling to itself 
those whose minds are set upon reforms 
which they now see no hope of securing 
through its action. If that hope can be re- 
vived with reasonable assurance of being 
fulfilled the disposition to stray away and 
help build up a new party may be checked. 


THE SELFRIDGE COURT-MARTIAL, 

The approaching trial of Capt. THomas 
O. SELFRIDGE for his conuection with the 
Ikeshima disaster will be one of the most 
interesting that has recently occurred in 
the navy. The detail for the court, of 
which Rear-Admiral J. E. Jourtrt is Presi- 
dent, is a strong one and should give as- 
surance of a competent and fair trial and 
judgment. 

The subject involved is the loss of life re- 
sulting from target practice on the Omaha 
off the coast of Japan. The undisputed 
facts are that in March, 1887, Capt. SELF- 
RIDGE, then commanding the Omaha, or- 
dered and conducted practice with the 
great guns within three miles of the shore 
withont firat having obtained permission of 
the Japanese authorities. There is no ques- 
tion that this was in violation of interna- 
tional usages and also of an express edict 
of the Japanese Government. The defense 
of Capt. SELFRIDGE on this point is that he 
was ignorant that any such edict had been 
issued by Japan, or otherwise he would cer- 
tainly have obeyed it. The view of the 
prosecution will undoubtedly be that, inde- 
pendently of any specific prohibition, the 
usages of international law should have 
been sufficient to deter Capt. SELFRIDGE 
from conducting such gun practice within 
the marine jurisdiction of a foreign nation 
without first obtaining permission. Possi- 
bly the defense may seek to qualify the 
force of this general proposition by citing 
instances in which such practice has been 
carried on upon Asiatic or African shores. 

A second fact beyond dispute is that un- 
exploded shells were left upon Japanese 
territory after the target practice was con- 
cluded, and that one of these, while being 
examined by the natives, burst and killed 
four of them, besides wounding seven others, 
While this fact is clear, the inferences to be 
drawn from it must yet be established by 
evidence. A naval court held at Nagasaki 
found that insufficient precautions were 
taken by Capt. SELFRIDGE against endan- 
gering life, although it exonerated him from 
avy willful misconduct. It considered that 
the very fact that the loss of life resulted 
from the explosion of his shells implied cul- 
pable negligence, and that the line of flight 
of the shells also showed it. Butit freely ad- 
mitted that the evidence indicated that 
Capt.SELFRIDGE supposed that he had taken 
proper precautions. 

The court-martial which is now to re- 
view the whole subject will have to de- 
termine whether Capt. SELFRIDGE did take 
reasonable precautions. His own view is 
understood to be that he had fully examined 
the island and roticed afew huts on the 
north side, and that the south side was 
high, rising into cliffs mapped as being 369 
feet above the sea level. Hence he con- 
sidered that, since no habitation or human 
being was in sight at the time of practice, 
firing at targets placed at the foot of these 
cliffs was perfectly safe. The defense will 
doubtless hold that stories about shells 
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| that were dug up and carried into the vil- 


lage to be examined there. 

The question then arises as to the respon- 
sibility for leaving these unexploded shells, 
The defense will probably argue that the 
Ordnance Department must be quite as 
much at fault as Capt. SELFRIDGE, since it 
furnished shells with defective fuses. But 
this point is hardly well taken, since the 
proportion of defective fuses and unex- 
ploded shells in target practice is habitu- 
ally very large, and this fact should be 
taken into account in precautions against 
accident. The defense, however, will prob- 
ably seek to show that only the quarterly 
allowance of shell, forty-two in all, were 
fired ; that an officer was stationed to watch 
the fall of each, and reported that they had 
all exploded; that they all struck within 
fifty yards of the target, and those that 
ricocheted and Lounded above the target 
did not strike the cliff higher than half way 
up. That an incorreet report, in that case, 
must have been given as to the explosion of 
all the shells is palpable. 

Such are the leading facts in this im- 
portant case, whose developments will be 
watched with interest both in and out of 
the naval service. 


THE POPE AND IRISH-AMERICANS. 
The evidences are multiplying that the 
form at least of the Papal rescript upon 
Irish affairs is seen at Rome to have 
been a political mistake. The Irish Bishops 
have been forced to come out with an ex- 
planation that the rescript was a deliver- 
ance upon morals and not at all upon poli- 
tics, and that the Pope really symputhizes 
with the struggle of the Irish for home rule, 
and approves of all lawful means to that 
end. The same explanation has been cabled 
from Rome to Boston. Obviously, however, 
a deliverance that requires all this explana- 
tion must have been unhappily worded in the 
first instance. What has excited the Irish 
so nearly to rebellion against the church is 
the general belief, which has a good deal of 
evidence to sustain it, that the pontifical 
perception of the wrengfulness of boycott- 
ing and of the plan of campaign was not 
spontaneous, but was due to the insti- 
gation of certain English Catholics who 
are at the same time English Tories and op- 
ponents of home rule. The thought is nat- 
urally intolerable to the Irish people that 
the power of the church has been used 
against them by their political opponents. 

Itis to Irishmen in this country rather 
than to Irishmen in Ireland that we would 
naturally look for the.fullest and freest ex- 
pression upon this subject, since an [rish- 
American is encouraged by his surroundings 
to a boldness of talk about religious as well 
as secular affairs which to an Irishman in 
Ireland would seem little short of blas- 
phemy, It is not without significance that 
the meeting of the Irish-American Catholics 
of Chicago called to take action upon the 
Papal rescript should be described as “ un- 
doubtedly the largest and most enthusiastic 
meeting of Irish-Americans ever held in 
Chicago, and probably the greatest ever 
witnessed in America.” The resolutions, 
though rhetorically extravagant, left no 
doubt of the willingness of their framers to 
abandon their church rather than the Irish 
cause, if such an issue were raised; and they 
were adopted without a sign of dissent from 
anybody. The speeches were considerably 
more violent in tone than those that have 
been reported from Ireland, and they also 
were received with enthusiasm. 

Significant as all this is with respect to 
the religion and the politics of Ireland, it is 
not less significant.as it concerns American 
politics. The principal persons concerned 
in the meeting and all its speakers, we 
believe, were American citizens. Nobody 
could possibly have conjectured that fact 
from the proceedings ofthe meeting. So far 
as those proceedings showed, the meeting 
was merely an assemblage of Irish exiles, 
whose only politics are Irish politics, and who 
are as willing to subordinate the interests 
of their adopted country as their own relig- 
ious ties to the cause of Ireland. It is not 
too much to say that every foreign-born 
citizen who takes such a view of the 
order of his political obligations is morally 
untrue to his oath of allegiance, and that, 
whether or not he be a bad Catholic, he isa 
bad American citizen. The danger to the 
Roman Catholic Church of such a meeting 
as that in Chicago does not concern us ex- 
cept as observers of human affairs; but the 
danger to this Republic concerns us much 
more intimately. It is high time that we 
shonld insist upon some more effective 
guarantee than we now have that when a 
foreigner applies to be naturalized as an 
American citizen he shall really mean to 
expatriate himself, and to be governed 
thereafter in his political action by con- 
siderationsof the welfare of his adopted and 
not of his native country. 


It is time that some effective means were 
adopted for putting a stop to the idiotic 
practice of pointing firearms at people ‘“‘in 
fun.” Another homicide has just occurred 
from this cause in Chicago, a young husband 
having shot his bride in the course of a 
playful scuffle for the possession of his 
pistol. That he was innocent of any 
murderous intention is not doubted, but 
it is equally free of doubt that if 
he were punished for manslaughter the 
recurrence of such an “accident” would 
be much less likely than in fact it is. A 
statute that should define as a misdemeanor 
the pointing of a gun or a pistol at any 
person, under any circumstances except 
such as would justify shooting, would be in 
the public interest. If homicide should re- 
sult from a violation of the law, it should 
not be reckoned excusable homicide, which 
it is not, but manslaughter. A few convic- 
tions under such a statute would inculcate 
upon everybody a lesson of which many 


people stand in need.

LETTER? 


A VERY INTERESTING STATEMENT FROM 


A FRIENDLY SOURCE. 
From @ Paris Dispateh to the Sun, 

Mr. Blaine’s last letter was republished 
here in all the newspapers. He said to-day that 
his intention had never been changed from the 
time he had written the Florence letter, though 
he did admit that there had been a turn in the

I know this much from my own conversations 
with Mr. Blaine. Since he has beeu in Paris he 
has been informed in the most ample mannér of 
every minute change in the current of events at 
home, and nothing bas occurred whieh justified 
him in altering his decision. A remark he made 
& week ago, when I sent him a copy of the Sun 
which had reprinted the opinions of the Jeading 
editors of the country froma Western news- 
paper occurs to me now. Mr. Blatne had read the 
opinions carefully, referred to some of the other 
newspaper — on bis table, and said, 
thoughtfully, that Mr. Cleveland’s popularity 
was a fact which could not be explained, but 
which could none the less be gainsaid. He re- 
ferred also to the remarkable fact that in tne 
whole Democratic Party there was no dangerous 
rival to the present Executive, and then spoke 
for a few moments on the tariff. 

The anti-Blaine feeling in America has been 
represented tothe Maine statesman in a very 
strong light by people at home during the past 
forinight, but there is one thing of which I have 
not the faintest doubt in the world. It is based, 
not on a positive statement of Mr. Blaine’s, but 
on the tenor of his conversation during the past 
ten days, and it is thar the late Republican nom- 
inee is now absolutely convinced that he has not 
the chance of election against Cleveland, and I 
am also certain thatif he thought there was a 
working chance the second letter of declination 
would never have been published. The Western 
bewspapers’ prompt and strong acceptation of 
Mr. Blaine’s first letter unquestionably surprised 
him. The hostile manifestations in the West 
have indeed as much to do as anything else with 
this second and peremptory declinatian,

FRENCH CRIMINAL STATISTICS. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 
Interesting information concerning the 
recidivist question is furnished by a report just 
published by the Ministry of Justice. It appears 
that during the past year 1,934 criminals were 
sentenced to transportation. In 1886 the num- 
ber was only 1,610. The increase, therefore, is 


324, or about 20 per cent. This augmentation 
is not,as might be supposed, the result of in- 
creased crime. It is due to the decision of the 
Judges, who find it necessary to pronounce 
heavier senteuces, 60 as to rid the country of 
old offenders, who form the most dangerous 
class of criminals. It is estimated that the 
average yearly number of convicts to be dis- 
patched to the penal settlementsin virtue of thie 
new law will bein round figures 2,000. At the 
present moment 1,887 criminals are completing 
the punishment they have been condemned to 
at home before undergoing transportation; 
1,234 have already been sent to the convict 
colonies, and 360 are on the point of 
being conveyed thither. The vast majority of 
theese culprits are old offenders, of whose ref- 
ormation there is no hope. One hundred and 
fifty-eight have been condemned 20 to 30 times, 
eleven 40 to 50 times, two 56 times, and two 
others 60 times, The greater numver of them 
are being ferwarded to Cayenne and the Ile des 
Pins. The latter settlement already possesses 
394 convicts, of Whom 64 are women. Cayenne 
contains 1,435, including 115 women. The 
average age of these recidivists is 39 years for 
the men and 42 for the women. The majority 
ean barely read or write. Twenty-seven, how- 
ever, have received good educations, and cum- 
prise a university Professor and a medaled 
painter. It is perhaps: yet too early to esti- 
mate the practical effect of the Recidiviat bill, 
but meanwhile nocturnal attacks and murders 
by hands of old offeuders continue to frighten 
the French capital. 
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A MILLION POSTAGE STAMPS. 
From the Philadelphia Record, June 1. 

A Philadelphian has collected, sorted, and 
filed away enough canceled postage stamps to 
reach, if placed side by side, from the Delaware 
River to Cobb’s Creek, the extreme western 
boundary of the city. in this extraordinary ool- 


lection there are 1,000,000 stamps. These 
stamps, if used as wall paper, would be suffi- 
cient to cover the wallsof # medium-sized city 


_ house, and if spread over a space one yard wide 


would reach nearly 800 yards. The patient col- 
lector of this million of little bits of engraved 
paper is Paul Des Granges, a retired merchant, 
who began the task Feb. 6, 1882. Mr. Des 
Granges says of his work: The plan adopted for 
the preservation and actual counting of the 
stamps was to remove them from any adherent 
paper by soaking in water, and after drying, to 
iein packages ot 100; these were then made 
inte bundles of 1,000, then into 5,000, and 10 
of these into parceis of 50,000 stamps each, 
weighing tive pounds and five ounces. Havin 

much unoccupied time, and the assistance o 
numerous friends and acquaintances, the first 
“brick” or package of 50,000 was completed 
on Oct. 12, 1882. Others followed at irreg- 
ular intervals, varying from nine months and 
20 days to 14 months, until finally 1,000,000 
was completed on Oct. 8, 1887, in a period 
of five years, eight months, and twodays. Of 
one-cent United States stamps there are 118,- 
900; of two-cent stamps, 665,900; of three-cent 
stamps, 99,000; of miscellaneous stamps, 
85,400; of foreign stamps, 30,800; total, 1,000, 
000.

NEW SOUTH CAROLINA BONDS. 
From the Chariesion News, May 31. 

As is well known, nearly $400,000 of the 
State debt will mature on July 1, 1888, and, in 
order to provide for redemption thereof, the 
General Assembly of the State at its last session 
authorized the issue of that amount of new 
bonds, to run 40 years and bearing interest at 


the rate of 414 per cent. per annum, payabie in 
Jauuary and July ofeach year. It will be ex- 
ceedingly gratifying to the people of this State 
to learn of the success which has attended the 
placing of the new loan upon the market. 
lt is stated upon trustworthy authority 
that nearly the entire issue of the new 
ponds has been disposed of, and a part of 16 
at a fraction above par. This speaks well 
for the credit of South Carolina, especially in 
view of the tightness of the money market, and 
is the natural result of prompt payment of the 
interest on her public debt, and the high favor 
in which her obligations sre now held. The new 
bonds are secured after the mostappro’ed man- 
ner. The coupons are made receivable for all 
taxes which the State may levy, excepwrug the 
school tax, and the payment of the interest is 
further secured by a contract on the part of the 
State tolevy aspecific tax to meet the same. 
When itis remembered that the amount of the 
issue is small, and that Trustees, Executors, and 
other fiduciaries are authorized by law to invest 
in these securities, it is not unlikely that they 
will command an advanced premium at an early 
day.

They bargain with 
tramps, beggars, and such people for their de- 
funct carcasses, paying therefor a sum sufficient 
to make their remaining days short and sweet, 
These fellowa are preserved and pickled and 
then smoked till they are good imitations of the 
genuine mummy. Whole rows of these articles 
can be seen in smokehouses at once. When suf- 
ficiently dry they are wrapped in mummy cloth 
and sold, to Amerieans chiefly, bringing @& 
high price.

MES..RAWSON’S FRANTIO AT- 
TEMPT AT MURDER, 
SHE* SEEKS HER HUSBAND'S LAWYER 
IN COURT AND FIRES FIVE SHOTS 
AT HIM—THE WOUNDS SERIOUS. 

CurcaGo, June 1,—America L. Rawson, 
the woman from whom Stephen W. Rawson is 
seeking a divorce, to-day added the socond at- 
tempt at murder to the sensational events 
which have marked the history of the case. Un- 
able to find her husband, she took his attorney 
as her victim, emptying a revolver at the law- 
yer at close range and twice wounding him. 
To-night Mrs. Rawson is confined in the county 
jail, in another cell of which Ralph Lee, her 
son by a former marriage, is serving @ year's 
imprisonment for his attempt to kill Banker 
Rawson as the latter was leaving church. 

The shooting to-day was in open court, The 
Rawson divorce case was set to come.up before 
Judge Jamieson at 10 o'clock this morning. 
Mrs. Rawson was early at the office of her chief 
counsel, Gen. I. N. Stiles, and was advised not 
te goto court. She seemed greatly worked up, 
andinstead of following this advice she hur- 
ried, after a short delay, to the Court House, 
overtaking and passing Gen. Stiles on the way. 
Fearing some mischief, he stopped at the Sher- 
iff’s office and had a Deputy assigned to keep 
close beside his client while the case was going 
on. Officer and lawyer were hurrying through 
the corridor when the shooting tookplace. Mrs, 
Rawson had goneinto the court room and had 
seated herself in an inconspicuous place, In 
Gen. Stiles’s absence the case had been post- 
poned for a few minutes, and Col. H. C. Whitney, 
her husband’s attorney, sat within the bar rail- 
ing reading a newspaper. Judge Jamieson was 


on the bench and Clerk Reich was busy at his 
desk, but there were only a half dozen other 
people in the room. It was Mrs. Rawson’s 
ehanee, and she took it. 

Rising and pulling a big revolver from her 
pocket, she stole upon the lawyer, who looked 
up from his paper just in time to see the in- 
furiated woman, all in black, yg ond a pistol 
at his head. As he sprang to his feet she fired, 
put her hand trembled, and the bullet missibg 
its mark, cut a deep furrow in the desk under 
the Clerk’s nose. The Judge leaped down from 
his chair, the Clerk hurriedly climbed upon a 
neighboring box, and Col. Whitney, instead of 
breaking for the door, made a wild dive 
under Reich’s desk. There Mrs. Rawson had 
him at her mercy. Standing hardly three feet 
away and steadying her weapon with her left 
hand, she fired four times into the narrow space 
in which Whitney lay fairly in a trap with no 
chance to escape. The five shots she had fired 
emptied her revolver, and Bailiff Sutherland, a 
man of 80, by this time had come up and seized 
her. She struggled fiercely until she was over- 
powered and forced intoa chair. Col. Whitney 
was taken from under the desk and half led, 
half carried, to the Judge’s private room. Blood 
was flowing from his thigh, but he kept his wits 
about him and told those who assisted him that 
but two bullets had hit him. Search shewed 
that the others had pierced the desk, 

Meanwhile Judge Jamieson had ascended his 
rostrum, and in peremptory tones ordered the 
Sheriff to be summoned. Chief Deputy Gleason 
was ordered by the Judge to at once remove 
Mrs. Rawson to the county jail, there to serve 
60 days for contempt of court. The order was 
at once carried out. “I’m so cold,” she said, as 
they led her into the jail yard. It was the first 
time she had spoken since the shooting. Then 
she complained of loss of sleep, but half an hour 
after being locked up she had comforted herself 
with a cup of tea and felt better. 

Col. Whitney’s wounds, when examined by a 
surgeon, proved to be serious. One bullet had 
passed through his right thigh, just missing an 
artery. The otner had entered the groin, The 
wounded man, however, was able to limp to the 
elevator and afterward to a carriage, which took 
him to his home. There he was resting easily 
to-night. The bullet in bis groin, however, is 
giving his physicians a great deal of anxiety, 
Col. Whitney is an old-time lawyer and well 
known bere. He was once a partner of Leonard 
Swett, and often went on circuit with Abraham 
Lincoln, whow he knew intimately. He won his 
title in the rebellion, entering the service as a 
Captain in an Illinois regiment. In politics he 
has figured often, and once was a candidate for 
United States Senator. 

Mrs. Rawson, if not crazy,is believed to be 
very nearly so, She is a Southerner by birth 
and first married a man named Slayback in New- 
Orleans. Divorced from him she became Mrs. 
Lee. Afterward she kept a boarding house in 
New-York, spent some time in Europe, and five 
years ago came here. In leasing a house she 
met Banker Rawscn, won his heart, and mar- 
ried him. Then came his suit for a divorce and 
the homicidal attempt of young Lee to establish 
his mother’s honor. The divorce proceedings 
have dragged in different shapee for many 
months, and have resulted in the produc- 
tion of dozens of affidavits charging Mrs. 
Rawson with flagrant violations of her 
marriage vows. So numerous were they that 
yesterday the appellate court refused to grant 
her solicitors’ fees, and in passing upon the 
merits of her pending divorce suit said inferen- 
tially that the testimony was overwhelmingly 
against her. This decision seems to have fairly 
driven Mrs. Ruwson to desperation. Months 
ago she declared that she held Whitney respon- 
sible for most of the testimony against her, 
adding that she meant to mark nim for life. To- 
day she carried out her threat. Her attorneys 
say that sheis crazy. Judge Jamieson seemed 
to be of a similar belief, for he has announced 
that hereafter he will have nothing more to do 
with the divorce case. 

One peculiar result of to-day’s affray may be 
the total loss by Mrs. Rawson of any possible 
chance at a share of her husband’s great wealth. 
Should she receive a penitentiary sentence for 
the assault on Lawyer Whitney Mr. Rawson has 
only to appear in court and show that his wife 
has become a convicted felon. Mr. Rawson 
would at once be awarded a decree of absolute 
flivorce.

MR. HALLIDAY’S RESIGNATION. 


The regular meeting of Plymouth 
Church was held last evening, after the Friday 
evening prayer meeting and the adjourned busi- 
ness meeting. The only subject considered was 
the letter of resignation of Assistant Pastor 
Halliday, which was read by his son, Frank 
Halliday. Mr. Halliday himself was not pres- 
ent. Every one knew of the resignation, so it 
caused no surprise. Dr. Brush moved that a 
solemn protest be made against accepting the 


resignation and that a committee of three be 
appointed to waiton Mr. Hailiday and request 
him to withdraw it. 

Thomas G. Shearman offered as an amendment 
that a committee of five be appointed to con- 
sider the matter. Some opposition was de- 
veloped against having a committee take into 
its hands what it was held the church was fully 
capable of transacting, and Mr. Shearman ex- 
plained his amendment. Mueh of the disagree- 
able work of Plymouth Church, he said, had 
fallen to his lot. He had always been a good 
friend of Mr. Halliday, and had been consulted 
by Mr. Beecher as te bis appointment, and when 
he had, at an early time of his connection with 
the church, become unpopular, and an effort 
had been made to have him removed, he 
had stood strongly by him. Now the 
circumstances were changed, and the situation 
was very delicate. Mr. Halliday had talked 
more freely in private than in public, and it 
was @ question whether he could or would co- 
operate with the new Pastor. That was a mat- 
ter for him to decide. The question was one of 
the practical working of the church, and not 
one of sentiment, nor of memories of the past.

ALBANY, June 1.—Dr. David Murray has 
arranged an attractive programme for the twen- 
ty-sixth University Convocation, to be held in 
the Senate Chamber July 10, 11, and 12, com- 
prising topics that pertain to thse immediate in- 
terests of higher. and secendary education in 
this State.

Sheldon of the Oswego Normal School will read 
® paper on the training of teachers for the 
nngraded rural achools, and Prof. H. G. C. Bradt 
of Hamilton College on “Should the Elements 
of French and German bs Required for Admis- 
sion to all College Courses ?” rof. H. 8. White 
of Cornell University will open the discussion 
on this paper. 

Wednesday morning there will be two papers. 
The subject of Principal F. B. Palmer of Fredo- 
nia Normal School is, “Should Academic In- 
struction be Given in our Normal Schools ?” and 
that of Prof. Melville Dewey, Librarian of Co- 
lumbia College, ‘‘Libraries as Related to the 
Educational Work of the State.”

GOV. SEYMOUR’S SWORD. 
HARTFORD, Conn., June 1.—The sword 
which was presented to Gov. Thomas H. Sey- 
mour by the State of Connecticut for gallantry 
in the Mexican war has been removed from the 
Connecticut Historical Rooms in this city and 


sent to W. Harry Seymour of New-Orleans, whe 
is the only male descendant of the Seymours, 
who have been distinguished in the military and 
political history of the State for a century and a 
half. Thomas Seymour, grandfather of the 
Governor, was the first Mayor of Hartford, ana 
Col. Thomas H. Seymour was one of the most 
popular Governors the State has had. In 1853 
he was appointed Minister to Russia by Presi- 
dent Pierce. His memory is still idolized in 
this city, and every year his grave is publicly 
decorated. The remains of his only sister, Miss 
Mary Seymour, have just been brought here 
from New-Orleans and interred by his side. 
The estate has been settled, and the old historic 
family has passed from the scene so far as Con- 
necticut is concerned. The sword which has 
been sent. to New-Orleans was one of the most 
elegant tokens ever given by the Legislature in 
this State to a private citizen. Its retention by 
the Historical Seciety was desirable, but ar- 
rangements toward that end could not be 
effected.

OOURT OF APPEALS’ BIG OCALENDAR. 

ALBANY, June 1.—The new calendar of 
the Court of Appeals directed to be made up at 
the session of the court held in New- York is now 
in the hands of the printer. It is the largest 
ever prepared by this court, and if no assist- 


ance is given by a Commission of Appeals it will 
take four years to dispose ef the 1,250 numbers. 
It will not, however, bc taken up before Octo- 
ber, a8 the cases remaining on the present cal- 
endar will take up the entire time of the session 
at Saratoga this month probably. There are 
100 more preferred cases than the last calendar 
contained, which swells the number to 370. 
There are but eight criminal causes. Twenty- 
tive cases noticed of which no returns were filed 
did not go on the calendar, and will therefore 
have to await the making up of a new one, In 
regard to appeals from orders it is doubtful 
whether the court will hear any other than 
those on the calendar and noticed.

THE MONUMENT TO GEN. WARREN. 
NEWPORT, R. I., June 1.—The Gen. G. 

K. Warren bronze monument is to be erected 

at Gettysburg on a native boulder, on the 


smooth face of which will be the following in- 
scription: 


“Led to this spot by his military sagacity on 
July 2, 1863, Gen. G. Warren, then Chieh En- 
gineer of the Army of tno Potwumac, detected Gen. 
Hood’s flanking movement, and by promptly as- 
auatag the responsibility of ordering troops to 
this place saved the key of the Union poertton. 
This statue is erected under the auspices of the 
veteran organization of his old regiment, the Fifth 
New-York Volunteers, (Duryee’s Zouaves,) in 
memory of their beloved commander.” 

The boulder selected for the pedestal is 
near the spot on Little Round Top, where 
Gen. Warren stood when he deteeted Hood’s 
troops.

A QUESIION OF PROPRIBTY, 


EX-JUDGE NOAH DAVIS'S APPEARING 
IN KERR'S DEFENSE. _ 

The appearance of ex-Judge Noah Davis 
in the case of the People against Thomas B. 
Kerr as one of the latter's counsel reminded 
many people of a statement made by De Lanoey 
Nicoll at the conclusion of the Sharp trial. In 
this statement Mr. Nicoll declared his confidence 


in the ruling of Judge Barrett in admitting | 


Sharp’s testimony before the Senate investigat- 
ing committee. The prosecution, Mr. Nicoll 
said, had not decided to ask for ite admission 
until after a consultation with ex-Judge Davis. 
However mistaken the impression may have 
been, It was pretty generally supposed that Mr, 
Davis was fully in the confidence of the District 
Attorney’s office so far as the Sharp case was 
concerned. Members of the bar wondered how 


Mr. Davis could act as consulting counsel for 
the prosecution in the Sharp case and appear as 
counsel for Mr. Kerr, who was indicted jointly 
with Sharp and others. 

The matter was brought to the attention 
of Mr. Davis yesterday. He said that he was 
consulted by the prosecution in the Sharp 
ease On questions relating to the admis- 
sibility of evidence. The questions had since 
beeau decided by the Court of Appeals. They aid 
not affect the Kerr trial in any way. He had 
not been let into any secrets of the prosecution 
which could benefit Mr. Kerr. He had received 
no money for his services, and, when he had 
been asked to act as counsel for Mr. Kerr, who 
was a warm personal friend, he had consented 
to do soif no objection were made by the pros- 
ecution. No objection had been made. 

Mr. John H. Bird said that he had heard of the 
matter before. Ex-Judge Davis was a friend 
and neighbor of Mr. Kerr. The latter was 
anxious that he should be in the case. Mr. 
Bird went to the District Attorney and asked 
him if there was any ebjection to Judge Davias’s 
taking a retainer from Mr. Kerr. Col. Fellows 
said that Judge Davis had never received a re- 
tainer from the prosecution in the Sharp case, 
and he knew of no objection, if Jndge Dayis 
did not, to his taking a retainer from Mr. Kerr. 
Mr. Semple was with Col. Fellows at the time. 

Col. Fellows did not eare to discuss the pro- 
priety of ex-Jndge Davis's action in appearing 
as ove of Mr. Kerr’s counsel. He did not know 
that the matter was to be brought to the atten- 
tion of the Supreme Court. Judge Davis was 
called into consultation by the prosecution in 
the Sharp case, and the plans of the prosecution 
were discussed with him. He had received no 
money for his services from the prosecution. 
Mr. Bird had spoken to him about the matter 
before the Kerr case was brought to trial. He 
had not given Mr. Bird his opinion of the pro- 
priety of such action by Judge Davis. ‘ 

Judge Barrett, who had presided at the Sharp 
trial, said that he had heard the matter talked 
about. He had been told that Judge Davis was 
consulted by the prosecution in the Sharp case, 
but whether the part he took in that case should 
eke og him from appearing as counsel for Mr. 

Cerr he could not say upon present information. 
He thought that Judge Davis conld make a sat- 
isfactory explanation of the matter. 


MRS. J. S. CLARKE BURIED. 


ANOTHER GRAVE ADDED TO 
BOOTH LOT AT GREENMOUNT. 


BALTIMORE, June 1.—Another gravé was 
filled in the Booth lot at Greenmount Ceme- 
tery to-day and the remaias of Mrs. John 
Sleeper Clarke were laid beside those of her 
father, Junius Brutus Booth. A group of 
prominent theatrical people stood beside the 
grave and beheld the last rites performed. 


They were John Sleeper Clarke, the husband of 
the deceased; Creston Clarke, her son; Edwin 
Booth, her brother; John T. Ford, J. A, Booth, 
and a few other Baltimore friends. The 
Booth lot ig = On one of the best 
sites in Greenmount and is visited 
by many strangers who come here. Jobn 
Wilkes Booth and several other inembers of the 
family are buried there. Mrs. Asia Booth-Clarke 
was born in Baltimore, and resided here many 
years. She was not named until 2 years old, 
because of her father and mother being unable 
to decide upon aname. Finally Mr. Booth de- 
cided by writing his wife: “Call the little one 
Asia, in remembrance of the country where God 
first walked with man, and Frigga because she 
came to us on Friday, which day is consecrated 
to the Northern Venus.” Mrs. Ciarke went to 
England in 1866 and never returned alive to 
this country. She always said tbat she was un- 
willing to risk a sea voyage, but the real reason 
was her dread of hearing references to her 
brother, John Wilkes Booth. It was a relief to 
her to get away from the scenes made so painful 
to her by the closing trageay of the war. Her 
remains were brought from New-York this 
morning and taken direct to the cemetery.

ITHACA AS A OITY. 


SHE CELEBRATES THE EVENT IN AN 
APPROPRIATE MANNER. 

IrnHaca, N. Y., June t.—Ithaca, the twen- 
ty-ninth city of the Empire State, to-day cele- 
bratea its inception with no end of noise and 
display. One event alone dimmed the general 
rejoicing. Shortly after 12 o’clock last night the 
hosiery factory was discovered ablaze, and, de- 
spite heroic efforta, the large structure and con- 


tents were completely ruined. The factory was 
one of the largest in the city and was thriving. 
The loss is partly covered by insurance. The 
depression this fire exerted was not visible to- 
day. Never has Ithaca presented a more gala 
appearance. By common consent the first burst 
of exultation was held back till 1 o’clock. Then 
it seemed as if all Tompkins County had opened 
its mouth and given vent to one vigorous, sus- 
tained half-hour shout; whistles screamed, bells 
pealed, cannon salutes were tired in the parks 
and on the campus, the Cornell chimes rang 
out, and above all was heard the ceaseless rat- 
tle of fireworks. Between the hours of 12 and 
lthe President and Trustees were installed 
with due ceremony as Mayor and Aldermen. 
The afternoon was occupied with processions, 
speeches, salutes, and other demonstrations. 
The night was given over to the committee on 
noise, and pandemonium has seldom been phet- 
ter represented on earth. The display of fire- 
works was brilliant. The Dai/y Journal issued 
a large jubilee edition containing portraits of 
city officials and representative citizens and 
congratulatory letters from MosesCoit Tyler, 
ex-Gov.

WHAT THE CADETS KNOW 


JHE BOARD OF VISITORS 
PLEASED AND SURPRISED. 
BEGINNING OF THE YEARLY EXAMINA- 
TIONS AT WEST ¥YOINT—MATHE- 

MATICS AND GUNNERY. 


Wrst Pornt, June 1.—The annual exami- 
nation at the United States Military Academy 
began sharply on time at 9 o’clock, and there 
was no necessity of postponement on account of 
the weather, even if such a performance were 
possible in this methodical military community. 
The day broke through a silver haze of fog and 
clouds, with a light southwesterly wind, which 
speedily exhibited a spirit of right-minded prog- 
ress by veering to the northwest. Thence it 
blew with an earnestness and power that sent 
the clouds scurrying in disorderly retreat down 
into the southeast, and let the happy sunshine 
of victorious fair weather go streaming across 
the plain and down in the crannies of the now 
silent Flirtation Walk and around the polishea 
muzzles of the guns in Knox Battery and 
the seacoast battery. Jt made the whole place 
look new and even tempted the powers that be 


to send upa brand-new flag when the official 
sunrise came around this morning. Several en- 
thusiastic visitors climbed out of bed early 
enough to witness the ceremony of guard mount 
at the unhaliowed hour of 7 A. M.—a thing they 
will omit with great punctuality when they 
have been here a few days and seen all the 
drilis, reviews, and dress parades that make the 
daily life of the cadet an eadless treadmill with 
brass band accompaniment. And to aggravate 
the sufferings of the wards of the Nation a 
paternal Government supplies them with one of 
the very worst brass bands that was ever per- 
mitted to follow a chromo-lithographic drum 
major. 

The mortification of the spirit for the cadets 
began this morning with mathematics anc gun- 
nery. The Academic Board of Examiners is 
divieed into two committees. The first consists 
of Profs. Michie, Bass, Postlethwaite, Merour, 
and Winthrop, and Instructor Price; the second 
of Profs, Andrews, Larned, and Tillman, Lieut.- 
Col. Hamilton 8S. Hawkins, commandant of 
cadets, and Capt. Henry Metcalfe, instructor in 
ordnance and guunery. The first committee 
holds its sessiona in the library, and this morn- 
ing began the work of examining the third class 
in mathematics. The second committee opened 
fire on the first class in ordnance and gunnery. 
Its sessions are held in Room 23, Academic 
Building. 

Ot the Board of Visitors the following have 
arrived here: The Hon, John M. Adams of Port- 
land, Me.; Dr.’ A. J. Battle of Macon, Ga.; 
Henry Flanders, Philadeiphia; Prof. W. D, 
Lummis, Perry, Iowa; the Hon. Edward A. 
O’Néal, Fiorence, Ala.; Gen. H. W. Slocum, 
Brooklyn, and the Hon. Peter White, Marquette, 
Mich., all appointees of the President; and the 
Hon. R. W. Townshend, Shawnestown, Ill.: the 
Hon. Henry Bacon, Goshen, N. Y., and the Hon. 
Ashbel P. Fitch, New-York City, all appointed 
by the Speaker of the House of Representatives. 
Senator Cullom and Senator Reagan of 
Texas are not here, but the latter is 
expected to arrive this evening. Lieut. 
Davis is once more admirably filling 
the position of guide, philosopher, and friend to 
the Beard of Visitors, and he introduced them 
this morning to a West Point examination in 
mathematics. They had the extreme felicit, of 
hearing aud seelug several erect young gentle- 
men explain how to differentiate coefficients, 
construct tue perspective of the shadow ofa 
pyramid mounted on a square pedestal, and of 
an upright cylinder, and numerous other opera- 
tions not adapted to the requirements of daily 
Hewspaper readers, but more Interesting than 
Robert Louis Stevenson's essays to persons in- 
terested in the parabolic curves that would, 
spenkingin the teungue of the people, knock 
Micky Welch silly. 

The examination was viewed with evident 
concern—perhaps with alarm—by the members 
of the board, who undoubtedly found more to 
interest them in the séance of ordnance and 
gunnery. There they found something which 
looked like the practice of war, and they un- 
questionably enjoyed the marvelously clear and 
correct demonstrations of the Firat Clasa men. 

This afternvon at 5 o’clock, by orderof Brevet 
Major-Gen. John G. Parke, Superintendent of 
the Academy, there was a siege and mortar bat- 
tery drill and practice with a Hotchkiss revolv- 
ing cannon for the benefit of the Board of Visit- 
ors. The weapons of destruction brought into 

lay were six 30-pound Parrott rifles, three 10- 
nch siege mortars, and three 8-inch siege mor- 
tars. All of these are situated below the brow 
of the hill, just west of the hotel, where the 
spectators can sit on the pathway under the 
trees und overlook the proceedings. The Par- 
rott rifles were under the charge of Lieut. Henry 
Kirby, Tenth Intantry, Assistant Instructor of 
Tactics, and the mortars were commanded by 
Lieut. Henry C. Hodges, Jr., Twenty-second In- 
fantry, also an Assistant Instructor in Tactics. 
The work of the cadets was, as it generally is, 
admirable in every respect, and reflected noth- 
ing but the highest credit on the two officers 
in charge. The target was situated across the 
bend of the river against the side of the 
mountain. The wind made the work of ac- 
curately aiming the shots uncommonly dificult, 
but as far as could be seen through the glasses 
of the officers the firing was up to the usual 
standard of excellence. It must be understood 
that the guv captains, who are members of the 
First Class, sight the guns themselves in this 
drill, and are responsible for the results. The 
exact outcome of the firing will not be known 
till to-morrow after the target has been taken 
down and carefully examined.. The distance 
from the battery to the target was 1,325 yards. 
The Parrott cuns fired 36 shots and hit the tar- 
get 33 times, including two'beautiful bull’s-eyes, 

After the drill was over the cadets were 
marched back to barracks and given a short 
rest, and then the daily ceremony of dresa 
parade took place. To-morrow the examina- 
tions will continue, and the military display of 
the day will be a grand review of the cadet corps 
by the Board of Visitors, 
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STRUCK BY A WATERSPOUT. 


SCHOONERS CAPSIZED # AND 
BUILDINGS DAMAGED, 

BEAUFORT, N. C., June 1.—A waterspout 
struck here at about 3 o’clock this afternoon 
capsizing several small craft and fishing 
scbooners. The crew of the sehooner James 
Rumley saved themselves by clinging to purse- 
boats. The schooner Minnie was driven ashore. 
Thespire of the Methodist church was dam- 
aged and one end of Mr. Hanner’s store was 
carried away by tbe force of the gale, and 


fences and trees were blown down. The course 
of the storm was from soathwest to northeast, 
and lasted 15 minutes. The Minnie was subse- 
quently floated and the schooner James Kum- 
ley will probably be raised to-morrow, the work 
having been commenced.

BOTH PARTIES SATISFIED. 


POWDERLY’S DECISION IN THE QUINN 
CONTEMPT CASE WELL RECEIVED. 
District Assembly No. 49 of the Knights 


of Labor held a special meeting last evening to | 


listen to the decision of Gensral Master Work- 
man Powderly in the dispute between District 
Master Workman James E. Quinn of No. 49 and 
the court of the district that suspended him for 
refusing to testify before it. Sunday before last 
the court informed the district assembly in ses- 
sion that it had suspended Quinn, whereupon a 
motion was passed at the meeting directing 
Quinn, who wasin the chair, to leave the hall. 
Quinn did so, but took with him the charter, 
without which the assembly could not transact 
any business, and the meeting was broken up. 
Last Sunday both Quinn and his opponents con- 


sented to abide by any decision Mr. Powderly 
would make pending Quinn's appeal to the Gen- 
eral Executive Boardoftheorder. The decision 
was sent in yesterday tothe Secretary of No. 49. 

The decision 1s very lengthy. Mr. Powderly 
Teviews the occurrences in Local Assembly No, 
2,234, of which Quinn isa member, which led 
to his summons before the district court as 
have already been published in THE TiMEs, 
Quinn did not refuse to appear before the court, 
but refused to testify, giving as a reason that as 
District Master Workman he was the highest 
authority on pointsof law in the district as- 
sembly over which he presides. The court, 
however, regarded him as simply a member of 
the order and suspended him for contempt. 

The decision does not sustain Quinn in his re- 
fusal to testify, and recognizes the power of the 
district court to issue an order ior suspension. 
Nevertheless, the law directa that any penalty 
imposed on a member by a district court shall 
be certified by the court of the local assem- 
bly of which the accused is a member, und that 
the local shall execute the penalty. 

The action of the district assembly in ousting 
— from the chair was illegal, as a reasona- 
ble time should have been given to the local 
itself to carry out the mandate. Therefore 

uinn had a right to preside over No. 49 until 
the legai and proper steps had been taken. The 
decision seemed to give satisfaction to both 
parties in the quarrel, and the opposition to 
Quinn said they were willing to wait nntil the 
forms of law are complied with. 


VICTIMS OF AN EXPLOSION. 


THREE MEN TERRIBLY MANGLED AND 
SEVERAL OTHERS SCALDED. 

WYANDOTTE, Mich., June 1.—At 6:45 
this morning the boiler in the plate mill of the 
Eureka Iron and Steel Works exploded with 
frightful force, wrecking the entire building. 
The killed are: Terry McCoy, about 60 years 
old, anemwploye of the mill 32 years; he was 
night watchman; he leaves a widow and five 
children. Patrick Finn, 22 years of age and un- 
married. George Green, 32 years old and mar- 
ried. 

Some of the injured are: Lett Curtis, a heater; 
burned about the face and hands. Henry Po- 
cock, helper; burned by escaping steam. E. 


Shaney, helper; burned about the face. Joseph 
Weiss, laborer, deep gash cut in the a his 
head. Several othera were more or less hurt by 
the miseiles tlying about the mill. 

The ¢xplosion was terrific. The grate plate 
miil, 90 by 100 feet, with a roof of 60 feet from 
the floor, was blown to fragments. A piece of 
the boiler welghing nearly six tons was blown 
across EureKka-avenuue, a distance of 2,000 feet, 
atriking Kranpan’s brick store and Post Office, 
tearing out a large bole in the wall. The second 
boiler was hited by the explosion almost in- 
tact and carried 50 feet. Ou one end of the boil- 
er rested a great section of the iron roof. From 
under this and behind a mass of splintered wood, 
twisted iron, and shattered brick came the most 
pitiful moaning and cries, Part of the ruins 
were in flames. The hose was brought out and 
water turned on for a minute or two before any 
aitempt could be made to rescue the imprisoned 
men. Then Finn’s body was found. Tie top of 
his head was biown off and the timbers all about 
were spattered with biood. He died before be 
could be taken froin the ruins. McCoy was found 
half way between the body of Finn and the spot 
where the boiler had stood, with a section of the 
emokestack covering the upper portion of his 
body. His head was crushed and portions of his 
brains spattered tne rusty iron. The limbs were 
twitening when he was taken up, but life was 
just flickering out. Both these men were badly 
scalded. Green was unconscious and frightfully 
mutilated. He was found 30 feet away from the 
piace of the expiosion. The cause of the expio- 
sion is unknown. The loss is about $10,000. 


THE PRESBYTERIAN SYNOD. 


SUNDAY NEWSPAPERS AND CHURCH FAIRS 
CONDEMNED. 

PITTSBURG, June 1.—At this morning’s 
session of the Reformed Presbyterian Synod of 
the United States a resolution was adopted dep- 
recating the publication of Sunday newspapers 
and instructing the Presbyterians to prosecute 
by proper discipline all members who advertise 
inthe same. The Committee on Missions re- 
ported that in their opinion the present condi- 
tions did not justify an attempt to work among 
the Indians on an extended scale, Dut recom- 


mended the appointment of missionaries to 
work among the Indiaus and report at the next 
Bynod upon the advisability of establisling an 
industrial school. The report was adopted, 

The Committee on Presbyteries reported a 
membership of 10,907 and 127 congregations. 
The Committee on Systematic Beneficence de- 
nounced church fairs and entertainments in 
atrong terms. The committee closed by recom- 
mending thatthe Treasurers of the Synod re- 
fuse all money tendered as the proceeds of 
immoral methods. A heated discussion fol- 
lowed, and the report was finally returned to 
the committee for revision. 

The following resolution was adopted, after 
which the Synod adjourned until to-mvurrow 
morning: 

Resolved, As our Nation is again entering upon 
the intense agitation and excitement incident to the 
election of o President we would timely and 
faithfally remind our people that while we are 
gareatiy encouraged in our success for national re- 
form, the time has not xe come for us’ as a church 
to secede from our sition of practical protest and 
refusal to incorporate with the political body since 


the conditions on which this can be done are not in 
the least changed. 


FLYNN DID NOT COME. 

RICHMOND, Va., June 1.—An unusually 
large crowd for that court assembled in the 
Chancery Court room this morning to hear 
argument in an injunction case in which 
Maurice B. Flynn’s Union Passenger Electric 
Railway Company is the defendant. That 
gentleman, whose line almost belts the city, a 
short time ago obtained from the City Council 


the privilege of running the eleetric road up 
Cary-street. This would have enabled this 
corporation to have a complete belt line around 
the city. Luck, for a time at least, seemed to 
have deserted Flynn and his associates. 
The Acting Mayor vetoed this resolution. 
Auticipating that the Council would pass the 
measure over the veto, property holders in- 
terested afew days ago obtained from Judge 
Barton of the Chancery Court an injunction re- 
straining either of these bodies from granting 
Flynn’s company or any other corporation 
authority to cover the coveted territory with a 
street railroad. It was with the expectation of 
seeing the well-known New-York politician in 
the Chancery Court that attracted such an un- 
usually large attendance in that court to-day. 
Fiynn, however, did not appear, and the case 
soon lost all interest with the spectators. The 
case will not be coneluded for a day or two. 


SHOOTING FOR A CUP. 

AUBURN, N. Y., June 1.—This was the 
great day of the State shooting contest, the 
shooting for the Dean Richmond Cup being wit- 
nessed by several thousand spectators. The 
cup, valued at $1,000, is held for one year by 
the club winning it. The shoot was at 20 yards’ 
rise, live pigeons, three representatives from 
each club. The Audobons of Buffalo held the 
cup last year. The prize was won by the Onon- 
daga Sportsmen’s Ciub of Syracuse, whose repre- 
sentatives were Luther, McMurchy, and Hud- 
son. They madea splenilid score, mi-sing only 
one bird each, with atotal killed of 57. The 
Queen Citys of Buffalo were second, with a 
acere of 49. This ended the tournament.

BEFORE THE ‘FULL BOARD 
THE SBLM-STREET IMPROVE- 
MENT SCHEME DISCUSSED, 
PROPERTY HOLDERS WITH PRACTICAL 
UNANIMITY RECOMMEND IT TO THE 
BOARD OF STREET OPENINGS AND 


IMPROVEMENT. 


All the members of the Board of Street 
Openings and Improvement—the Mayor, Con- 
troller Myers, Commissioner Newton of the 
Department of Public Works, President Robb 
of the Park Commission, and President Forster 
of the Board of Aldermen—were present at its 
regular meeting yesterday. Property owners 
and lawyers representing property owners 
were also present in large number. The 
subject under consideration was the proposed 
Elm-street Improvement. After a great deal of 
desultory talk from heads that were grouped in 
e circle over the map of the proposed line of 
improvement, Mayor Hewitt sugxested that for 
the information of the new members of the 
board the question for the time being ;,be 
limited to whether the improvement was desir- 
able and that upon that question the views of 
the property owners be taken. 

The map of the proposed improvement exhib- 
ited three separate routes by which it was pro- 
posed to establish the connection between Elm- 
gtreet and Lafayette-place. One of these was 
by a cut through the block from Spring to 
Prince-street into Mulberry, and thenes to 
Bleecker and thence through two blocks to 
Great Jones-sireet, where Lafayette-place be- 
gins. Aunotuer plan provided for the continua- 
tion of Elm-street through Marion into Crosby 
to Bleecker street, and thence by a cut through 
the two intervening blocks to the connection 
with Lafayette-place at Great Jones-street. 
Both of these lines would make an irregular 


thoroughfare and cut the blocks at both the 
northern und southern ends of the connection 
into * gores” that would detract very largely 
from the value of the property for building pur- 
poses. Neitber of these routes received encour- 
agement except from one or two small owuera, 
who were teartul that the third and originally- 
proposed route would cut their small holdiugs 
up into such little lets that they would hardly 
be worth expensive improvement. But the geu- 
eral sentiment prevalied that the seliisd imter- 
ests of no one, two, half dozen, or score even of 
owners should be allowed to stand in the way of 
an improvement that is demanded by suvstan- 
tially aul the rest of the city; more especiuliy in 
View of the fact, as stated by Mayor Hewitt, 
that alisuch owners would receive just com- 


pensation for the property that would have to | 


be taken. 

The third route proposed was by as nearly a 
direct line as possible through the blocks from 
the bead of Eiu-street, at iis intersection with 
Marion at Spriug-street, to the junction with 
Latayette-piace at Great Jones street, the thor- 
oughfare to be either sVU or 10U ieet wide. 
This latter was the plan most genueraily 
flavored. ; 

O. B. Potter opened the discussion with an 
argument in favor of the 1U0-foot thoroughfare 
jaid out in a direct line from Chambers-street 
through Eim and througa the biocks [row 
Spriug-street to the connection with Lafayeite- 
piace. He said: “I believe that if this thor- 
eughfare is built upou the pian 1 have sug- 
gested it will result in the improvement of the 
new avenue with # similar ciass of buildings to 
tuose on Broadway, and to that extent ul least it 
would assume the character of New-York’s 
principaltboroughiare, Thestraight-line avenue 
Will guarantee trst-class Mmprovewments along 
the entire way, but if these diverging lines 
are tullowed into Crosby-sireet, which is a 
mere back street to Broadway, or into Mul- 
berry-sireet, the character of the new avenue 
Will never be first-class and the improvements 
will be of asecond or even lower class. The 
influence of first-class improvements would 
not stop at the new Elm-street, but would com- 
pel the reformation of the entire neighborhood, 
even beyoud Mulberry-street, Lafayette-place 
is 100 feet; wide, and in my judgment that 
should be the width of the new Elm-street. I 
belisve that the improvement would result in 
benetit to contigueus property more than equal 
to the entire cost of the improvement.” 

“Tnen,” sald Mayor Hewitt, ‘‘if the contigu- 
ous property will be so largely benefited, shouid 
not that property pay for the street?” 

‘Not entirely,” Mr. Potter answered. ‘The 
benefit would not be confined to the contiguous 
property, but would extend to property ali the 
Way up to the Hariem and down to the Battery. 
Property from Chambers-street to the Battery 
would be largely benefited by this proposed im- 
provement, and should be made tv bear some 
part of the cost of 1t.” 

Mr. Potter disclaimed any knowledge of or 
interest in any raijroad proposing to run 
through the new street. 

William T. Van Zant produced a remonstrance 
to the improvement that had been signed some 
years previously by some of the smaller prop- 
erty owners, and made the assertion that most 
of the owners Were opposed to the improvement 
as being unnecessary. He said the new street 
would not relieve the eongestion of traffic on 
lower Broadway. In response to questious by 
Henry C, Stetson be confessed that the names of 
some of the signers to the remonstrance were 
there without authority, and othera who had 
signed in good faith had since withdrawn their 
names, 

Mr. Stetson said that himself and 20 other 
owners of property along the line of the pro- 
posed improvement had originally signed the 
meworial to the Legislature petitioning for the 
extension and widening of Elm-street. He had 
personally worked to get the street opened and 
widened for years before he became connected 
with the Terminal Underground Kailway Com- 
pany, which corporation bad been tormed only 
some three years ago. 

John Hawes, owner of some lots on the corner 
of Elm and Spring streets, spoke earnestly in 
favor of the immediate improvement of the 
street. He said he was familiar with the history 
of the question. The development of the entire 
neighburhood was arrested by this question and 
the state of uncertainty was worse than any 
hardship in the way of assessments. If the im- 
provement Was Dot Carried out now, those who 
came later would carry itout. The proposition 
would always be opposed by Van Zandt, whose 
improvements were Of a permanent character 
and were paying him a large income. It was 
conceded that this improvement would beneiit 
the entire city, and he thought the expense 
should be borne by the city at large. 

Lawson N. Fuller made a forcible argument in 
favor of the improvement. He said the work 
should have been done 25 years ago. Property 
owners should not have all to say about the 
matter. The interestg of the city cleariy de- 
manded the improvement, and it was among 
the inevitable things of the future. It was 
ridiculous to assert that the eongestion. in 
Broadway would not be relieved by the new 
street. ‘lraffic would flow into it from every 
cross street above City Hall Park and leave up- 
per Broadway a clearer outlet for the stream of 
tratlic below the Park. : 

H. H. Rice, representing the Stewart and Hil- 
ton estates, said their property between Cham- 
bers-street and Clinton-place was assessed at 
about $3,000,000, and they expected to pay a 
just proportion of the expense of improving 
Elm-street. It wasso difficult to deliver gooda 
to the depots that it was getting to bea grave 
question with merchants whether they would 
not have their goods sent to other cities for 
warehousing. He had no interest in the im- 
provement beyond tat of any other merchant 
in the city. 

J. Archibald Murray, representing owners in 
Bond and Bleecker streets, said the preperty of 
his clients would be vgn 8 benefited by the 
opening and extension of Elm-etreet. It was 
1,200 feet from some of the points on these 
streets to an outlet, and the cutting through of 
Elm-street would greatly improve the traffic 
facilities ef the entire neighberhood. The lne 
along Crosby or Mulberry street would leave 
gored lots that would be of little practical 
value, whereas the line through the biocks 
wouid leave square blocks, and the property 
would be taken off of back yards, requiring the 
taking of only one square foot in three of im- 
proved property. 

Henry C. Stetson quoted John Jacob Astor as 
in favor of the improvement and of assessing 
the cost ae the oity atlarge. In that way the 
cost would not exceed $5 a lot, and the benefit 
would far exceed ali of that. He was connected 
with the Terminal Underground Hailway Com- 
pany, and deciared that company willing to pay 
slarge share of the cost of the improvement 
and to compete for the franchise of the strest 
— the Cantor act with any possible compet- 
tors. 

Atter a short colloquy ofa sarcastic character 
between Mr. Stetson and Mayor Hewitt, in 
which the Mayor intimated that the city bad no 
authority to contract with any railroad com- 
pany so that the company would pay any part 
of the expense the Board went into executive 
B8e8310n. 

‘he Mayor expressed the conviction that the 
most pressing need of the city was a fine wide 
avenue on the west side to relieve the eonges- 
tion of traffic in lower Broadway, but that did 
not mean that the improvement of Elm-street 
was not nearly as pressing. Controller Myers 
said: “I think we are pretty well agreed that 
Eim-street should be opened in as near a straight 
line as possible into Lafayette-place. Don’t 
you think so. Mr. Mayor?” 

Mayor Hewitt said: ‘Yes, perbaps we are, 
but if President Forster wants to look into the 
matter 8 little further I think there will be no 
harm come of laying the matter ever for two 
weeks.” 

President Forster suggested that information 
on three points ought to be placed before them. 
First, upon the approximate cost of widenin 
and extending Eim-street as proposed; secon 
upon the continuation of Centre-atreet through 

ulberry into Fafayette-place, and third, upon 
the estimated cost of repaving all the north and 
south streets below Canal-street.

BAD FOOD FOR 


MORE TESTIMONY ABOUT THE NEW-~ 
JERSEY STATE ASYLUM. 


The legislative investigation into the 
manner in which the New-Jorsey State Asylum 
ie conducted was resumed at the asylum, at 
Morris Plains, yesterday morning, Senator 
Griggs presiding. Charles A. Fisher, a foreman, 
who had been at the asylum for the last two 
years, said he had received most of the meat 
for the asylum during that period. It was 
always in good condition. The only exception 
he could recollect was in February last, when 
12 carcasses of mutton camein aalightiy dam- 
aged condition. Someof it was thrown away. 
He had heard that Edwards, the butcher, had 
some ill feeling against Warden Monroe. He 


considered the attack on Warden Monroe mall- 
cious and uncalied for. 

Samuel Nun, employed in the refrigerator and 
slaughter house, said @ load of vea) last year 
was in very bad condition. Mostof it was cut 
up and used in the asylum. He had seen 
spoiled meat come before that. He had cut up 
such meat and sent it to tre asylum by the 
orders of Mr. Edwards. He never knew of any 
bad meat being returned. Beef often camein a 
state when it had to be used immediately, but 
there had never been any really bad beef used. 
Roger Fort, until recently empleyed in the 
storeroom, testified that the butter was fre- 
quently in very bad condition. 

Elizabeth Bell, who had been employed in the 
kitchen for 19 months, but was discharged last 
Sunday, testified that during the time she had 
been there the farina and the oatmeal bad been 
full of worms; some hash had gone out for four 
successive mornings. She compiamed to Mrs. 
Monroe, who, howeyer, ordered her to continue 
sending out farina puddings after sifting the 
farina. She used thesmaliest sifier in the house, 
but the worms were so small that they came 
through. Eggs had been sent up to patients 
smelling very badly. She had known the 
doctors to ordsr special diet for patients which 
they never received. 

Julia Murphy, a cook, testified that since her 
previous examination the quality of the food and 
cooking had improved. The condition of the 
butter was still bad, however. 

Anthony Corticé, the French cook of the asy- 
lum, indignantly denied that his hash could have 
been sour. He was formerly, he said, a cook in 
England and had cooked for the Prince of Wales 
and Prince Leopold. 

John H. Markie, an attendant at the asylum 
for two years, had found the quality of the food 
good as compared with similar institutions. So 
said Michae! Kice, formerly an attendant in the 
asvlum. He added toat he had known an at- 
tendant named Owens eat special diet before the 
patient had a chance to. This was done repeat 
edly. He had known other attendants named 
Buck and George Williams to oat special dicts 
intended for the patienis. He did not report 
these derelictions because the Supervisor knew 
of it. 

Several witnesses were calied by Mr. Pitney, 
and ali stated substantially that the food was 
good, butin nearly every case, upoa the cross- 
examination of Senator Griggs, they admitted 
hat at times the food was certainly not all that 
couid be desired, and in some instances bad, 
The other French cook of the establishment, 
whose evidence had to be interpreted, created 
much amusement by saying thai the complaints 
about the food arose from the fact that the peo- 
ple did net understand Freneh cooking.

JABRHNE'’S PLEA FOR RELEASE. 
HIS COUNSEL’S ARGUMENT BEFORE THE 


FEDERAL CIRCUIT COURT. 


Judge Benedict of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday afternoon heard argument 
on the order he issued requiring the District 
Attorney of New-York County to show cause 
why “Boodle” Alderman Henry W. Jaehne 
should not be released from the State prison at 
Sing Sing. Roger Sherman, Jaehne’s counsel, 
in his petition claimed that the Consolidation 
act, under which Jaehne was convicted, was ex 
post facto law, in that it made the Penal Code, 
an eariier law, which prescribed ton years’ im- 


prisonment as the punishment for bribery, ap- 
plicable to Jaehne’s case, Mr. Sherman argued 
that Jaehne’s conviction was in violation of a 
constitutional provision of the United States 
and that the propriety of his further detention 
was &@ proper question for the court's considera- 
tion. He had served all the imprisonment 
which could iawfully be inflicted. A Federal 
court might go behind the process and inquire 
into the cause of commitment, The decision of 
the Court of Appeals was not binding as an au- 
thority upon the court. The question was 
whether suction 2,143 of the Consolidation act, 
engrafted upon the body of the law, had an ex 
post facto elfect. 

Judge Benedict interposed here to say that 
the construction of the statute by the Court of 
Appeals would be binding on him. The question 
he desired to hear argument on was whether, 
under the Court of Appeals eonstruction, it was 
ex post factolaw. He understood the Court of 
Appeals in subsequent cases had decided that it 
was not, 

District Attorney Fellows, who was hoarse 
from his efforts of the day before in the Kerr 
trial, spoke for about ten minutes. The conten- 
tion here, he said, was that the Penal Code was 
ex-post facto law, in that it increases the pun- 
ishment for bribery provided in the Consolida- 
tionact. How could thia plea be made when 
Jaehne did not commit his offense and was 
not charged with it until within a 
year alter the passage of the last 
act? The Penal Code was passed Des. 
1, 1882; the Consolidation act, March 1, 
1883. Jaehne’s offense was committed Aug. 29, 
1884, and he was indicted in March, 1886. How, 
theu, could the law be claimed to be ex post 
facto with regard to bim? The only relief for 
the petitioner was by a writ of error to the 
Supreme Court of the United States. Assistant 
District Attorney A. D. Parker addressed him- 
self more specially to the technical part of the 

uestion, on the lines laid down by Mr. Fellows, 

yhen Judge Benedict inquired if the District 
Attorney held only that the law was not ex post 
facto as applied to Jaehne, or was not ex post 
facto as applied to anybody, Mr. Parker said he 
had not considered that point, but thought, with 
the Cou t of Appeals, it would be time enough 
to consider it when a case of the kind arose. 
Judge Benedict reserved his decision.

READY TO GO TO WORK, 


Melville C. Smith, the General Manager of 
the proposed Arcade Railway, said yesteraay 
that among the contractors who will aseume

THE MATHER-HILL CASE, 

The motion for an injunction made by 
James M. Hillot the Union-Squuare Theatre to 
restrain Margaret Mather from performing with 
Gilmore and Tompkins, was argued yesterday 
before Judge Lawrence, in the Supreme Court, 
Chambers, Mr. Hill was in court accompanied 
by his counsel, Mr. A. H. Hummel, who read the 
affidavit of Mr. Gill, wherein he states 
that he made a contract with Miss Mather 
in 1881 for six years, which was subse- 


quently continued in 1887 for six years longer. 
‘bat large protits were wade while she was per- 
forming under bis management, and that she 
has, in disregard of her contract, made arrange- 
meuts with Gilmore and Tompkins to perform 
under their management during the next theat- 
rical season. Miss Mather was represented by 
ex-Judge Dittenhoefer and Gen. H. C. Kiug. In 
her affidavit she alleges that during the entire 
six years of her first contract the only cash she 
received from Mr. Hill was the sum of 
$4,500, though the protits amounted to over 
$100,000, and by the terms of her con- 
tract with Mr. Hill she was to receive 50 per 
cent. of the profite. That she could never secure 
au examination of the books to ascertain what 
has become of the profits, but whenever sane 
spoke about the books Mr. Hill would always 
put ber off with some excuse or other. That he 
claims that $10,000 of her share of the protits 
he invested in stock of the Columbia Theatre 
Company, which company has, as now appears, a 
capital stock of $200,000, and whose assets con- 
sisted simply of a lease of the theatre at a very 
high rental, and which theatre was run by Mr. 
Hill; and that to wipe out the remaining portion 
of her profits made during the various seasons 
of the contract he charges her with the sum of 
$40,000 claimed to have been lost by him during 
the engagement at the Union-Square Theatre, 
aod to make up this loss he inciudes not only 
the losses which occurred during the perform- 
ances given by Miss Mather but also those of 
other piaya represented by Mr. Hill in 
which Miss Mather did not appear and bad 
no interest. She closes her affidavit with the 
statement that she will under no circumstances 
continue under the management of Mr. Hill, 
and thatif aninjunction is granted it will sim- 
ply result in her enforced retirement from the 
stage. Other atlidavits were read upon her be- 
half, showing attempts to look at the books and 
a demund tor the vouchers showing the ex- 
penditures, which vouchers, Mr. Hill claimed, he 
had destroyed or lust, so that there was no way 
of verifying the items. Judge Dittenhoeffer 
presenting the case on behalt of Miss Mather 
contended that the legal effect of the relation- 
ship between the parties was that of partners, 
and that no injunction would le to compel one 
partner to continue a partnership. That, even if 
there be no partnership between the parties, 
still the contract drawn by Mr. Hill was so un- 
conscionable and unjust that no court would 
enjoin the defenfant That in the contract 
Mr. Hill inserted a clause that he could 
at any time terminate the contract, and if he 
were no longer pleased with Miss Mather’s ser- 
vices he could discharge her and she, by the con- 
tract, release him from all claim of damages; so 
that the contract was one that Mr. Hill conld 
dissolve at any moment and discharge Miss 
Mather, while she, upor the otner hand, was ab- 
solutely bound to him for six years.

STILL WITHOUT A VERDICT. 
NO WORD FROM THE KERR JURY 
DURING ALL DAY YESTERDAY. 

The jury in the Kerr case will make a 
record, It was locked up at 7 o’clock Thursday 
night. Two hours later it came into court and 
asked for instructions. It then retired and not 
long afterward was locked up for the night, 
having been informed that the court would take 
& recess until 10 o’clock in the morning. It was 
generally expected that the jury would come 
into court yesterday morning and give a verdict 
either for or against Mr. Kerr, or state that 
there seemed to be no chance for agreement. 

The jury did nothing of the sort. It made no 
sign. Judge Patterson remained in or about the 
Court House yeaterday until a late hour in the 


afternoon. He received no word from the jury. 
At 5 o'clock in the evening he went to his home, 
after instructing a court officer to send for him 
the moment the jury signified a desire to see 
him, Through the day, as through the previous 
night, the jury remained in itsroom and kept its 
Own counsel. Last night it was confidently ex- 
pected that the 12 men would come into court 
and say they could not agree upon a verdict. 
They did nothing of the sort. and at 9:400'clock 
the court took a recess until 10 o’clock this 
morning. 

It was stated last night by members of long 
standing at the bar that in their experience no 
jury in a civil or criminal case had remained 
locked up for more than a day and a night with- 
out either asking for further instructions from 
the court or informing the latter of its inability 
to agree upon a verdict. 

When court was convened yesterday morning 
the court room was crowded beyond the point 
of comfort, Before 11 o’clock ail the counsel 
in the case were present. Mr. Kerr anda body 
of intimate friends were also in their places, 
Judge Patterson was in his private 
room at 10 = o'clock; 11 o’clock he 
took his place on the bench. People 
wondered why the jury did not come 
into court. At noon Judge Patterson went to 
his private room. For several days he had not 
been feeling well, his condition being due to the 
vile atmosphere of the court room. Soon after 
noon arumoer floated into the court room that 
the jury stood seven to five for acquittal. There 
was no way of running the rumor to earth, and 
it was passed around until about 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon, when it came in collision with 
another rumor that the jury stood ten to two for 
acquittal. 

Meanwhile people atraggied out of and into 
the court room. Judge Paiterson remained in 
his private room. Mr. Kerr, after lunch, spent 
some time in the Sheriff’s private office. The 
jury dined at 6 o’clock. At9:20 Mr. Kerr and 
& party of friends eutered the courtroom. Mr. 
Bird had been there for sometime. The report 
was cireulated that the jury had either agreed 
on @ Verdict or had agreed to disagree. It was 
baseleas, and, filled with amazement at the 
curious turn the ease had taken, Mr. Kerr and 
every one else went home when it was officially 
announced that the court would take a recess 
until morning. 

Mr. Kerr’s friends think the action of the jury 
augurs well for him.

THK WAR RECORD OF A GALLANT CON- 
NECTICUT SOLDIER. 

Brevet Major-Gen. Henry W. Birge died 
of paralysis at 6:30 yesterday morning at his 
home in the Gedney House. On the evening of 
Decoration Day he went in apparently fine 
health to his room. Shortly afterward the bell 
from his room rang violently, and the boy who 


answered it quiokly returned, reporting that he 
had found the General apparently inseusible. 

The proprietor of the hotel, Mr. Brugh, ao- 
companied by Dr. Green of Bellevue Hospital, 
who happened to be in the hotel, went to the 
General's room, where he was found insensible 
with his right side paralyzed., He lay in a coma- 
tose state and without regaihing consciousness 
until he died. 

Gen. Birge was born about 1830 in Norwich, 
Conn., and was a nephew of Gov. Buckingham, 
Connecticut’s war Governor. When the war 
broke out young Birge began immediately to 
organize the first regiment of Connecticut’s 
quota, and on May 23, 1861, was appointed 
Major of the Fourth Connecticut Volunteers. He 
served for a time in Maryland and Virginia. In 
November, 1861, he was commissioned as 
Colonel of the Thirteenth Connecticut Volun- 
teers, the crack regiment of the State. In 
March, 1862, he joined the army of Gen. Butler 
in New-Orleans and was placed in command of 
the defenses of the city. In December of the 
same year he was appointed to the command of 
a brigade, which he held through the first Red 
River campaign and the siege of Port Hudson. 

In September, 1863, he was promoted to the 
rank of Brigadier-General. He was in command 
of the detenses of Savannah from February to 
November, 1865, when he resigned his commis- 
sion, the title of Brevet Major-General having 
been granted to him, After the war Gen. Birge 
Spent considerable time in traveling in the 
Southwest, but for the past few years he made 
his permanent bome tn this city. 

The only surviving relative of the General—a 
sister living in MiJwaukee—has been tele- 
graphed for and will probably arrive to-day. 

The funeral services will be held at 1 P. M. to- 
day in the Gedney House parlors, the Rev. Rod- 
erick Terry officiating. The body will be taken 
to Norwich, Conn.

The funeral of the late Dr. Howard Pink- 
ney, who died suddenly in England May 14, 
was held yesterday morning at the Church of

POLITH AND NON-OOMMITITAL 
THE UNION OLUS’S REPLY TO THES 
MANHATTAN. 

The committee of the Manhattan Club 
having in charge the purchase of the Stewart 
mansion reesived, yesterday, an answer to the 
letter whion had been addressed by one of its 
members to a member of the Committee on Site 
appointed recently by the President of the 
Union Ciub.

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MORH WATER NEEDED. 
FIRE UNDERWRITERS DECLARE A DAN- 
GER AND SUGGEST A REMEDY. 
The New-York Board of Fire Underwrit- 
ere held a meeting, and passed resolutions eall- 
ing the attention of the Mayor and Depertment 
of Public Works to the want of water for ex- 
tinguishing fires as indicated by the numerous 
disastrous fires which nave oceurred since the 
beginning of the present year, and particularly 
shown by the records of the Fire Department of 
fires at 16 Pell-street, where the supply ot water 
‘Was Vory deficient; at 16 to 24 Nassau-strest, 
Feb. 26, where there was no flow of water from 
the hydrant at Cedar and Nassan streets; at the 
Union-Square Theatre fire; at 375 to 393 Lex- 
ington-avenue, March 1; at 125 Bowery, March 
16; at the Elberon Flats, March 19; 1n East 
Ninety-first-street, April 9, andatthe Delamater 
Iron Works, April 25, when two hydrants were 
found without water. The resolutions urge that 
such measures as are in the power ofthe author- 
ities be taken to prevent such lack in the future, 
and declare that the laws should be so changed 
as to give the Fire Department a voice in tne 
control of the distribution of the city’s water 
supply so as to make it most ayailabie for use 
in case of fire. 
The resolutions had not been officially deliv- 
ered at the Department of Publis Works yes- 
terday. Chief Engineer Birdsall and Chief 
Clerk Clifford said that every one knew that the 
present water supply was not suilicient for the 
city, although the aqueduct was taxed to its 
fullest carrying capacity. The people of the 
city used about 115,000,000 gallons of water a 
day, while the Fire Department used only 
30,000,000 gallons in a whole year. Every new 
house that was builtin the city necessarily took 
away water from some other house, The De- 
partment of Public Works, Mr. Birdaall said, 
Kept the Fire Department advised regarding all 
its movements in reference to the water supply. 
Nevertheless that department did not seem to 
be satisfied nor the Fire Underwriters, either.
